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US  arms  team 
gets  green  light 
from  President

President  Reagan  has  given 
the  green  light  to  foe  Ameri- 
can arms  negotiators  m Ge- 
neva to  press  ahead  to  a final 
treaiy  on  intermediate-range 
nuclear  weapons,  Mr  May- 
nard Gliunan,  head  of  the  US 
negotiating  team,  raid  here 
yesterday. 

Mr  Gliunan  presented  to 
the  Soviet  negotiators  foe  US 
draft  treaty  on  withdrawal  of 
the  superpowers’  medium- 
range  nuclear  missiles  from 
Europe  within  five  years, 
describing  it  as  a “very  com- 
plete text,  including  almost  all 
verification  issues”,  ft  also 
covers  the  shorter-range  mis- 
siles in  foe  500  to  1.000 
kilometres  range. 

He  handed  foe  draft  to  bis 
Soviet  opposite  number,  Mr 
Lem  Masterkov,  in  a meeting 
at  foe  American  Diplomatic 
Mission.  The  two  sides,  each 
10  strong  — including  two 
women 'in  the  US  team  — 
faced  each  other  across  a long 
narrow  table  in  a relatively 
relaxed  atmosphere. 

After  visiting  Brussels  today 
to  brief  the  Naro  allies.  Mr 
Gliunan  will  fly  on  to  Wash- 
ington and  will  return  here 
early  next  week. 

“The  President  is  moving 
ahead  with  us  here  and  has 
given  the  green  light,”  he  said. 
“We’re  looking  forward  to 
getting  these  negotiations 
going  now  in  a serious  way 
and  handling  all  the  details 
needed  for  a final  treaty.”

and  knew  crime  statements  or 
reports  had  gone  missing  once 


the  investigation  started  last 
year.

50,000  to 
share  jobs 
and  pay

Fifty  thousand  people  em-  temal  council 


ployed  by  Labour-controlled 
Birmingham  City  Council  are 
being  asked  if  they  will  share 
their  jobs  and  pay  to  cut 
unemployment 
The  scheme  would  involve 
council  staff  giving  up  half 
their  job  and  pay  and  advertis- 
ing the  “vacancies"  on  a job 
share  register. 

The  council  is  the  largest 
employer  in  the  city,  where 
about  17  per  cent  of  the 
workforce  is  unemployed 
But  the  scheme  has  received 
frosty  reception  from  craft 
trade  unions  which  fear  that  it 
will  introduce  low  paid,  part- 
time  jobs.  The  plans  are  being 
delayed  while  talks  continue 
with  union  officials. 

The  Conservative  opp- 
osition has  dismissed  the  idea 
as  insignificant  because  it 
would  create  only  a handful  of 
new  vacancies. 

The  scheme  was  proposed 
by  the  personnel  committee, 
whose  Labour  members  said 
that  half  a job  was  better  than 
none. 

Mr  Malcolm  Shepherd,  the 
assistant  personnel  officer, 
said  yesterday:  “The  council 
has  a limited  job 
sharing  scheme  but  we  want  to 
increase  the  take-up. 

“Our  starting  point  Is.  that 
all  jobs  will  be  open  to  job 
sharing,  although  chief  offi- 
cers can  exempt  some  jobs 
which  they  think  cannot  be 
satisfactorily  shared.”  ' 

Mr  Shepherd  said  the 
scheme  would  not  involve  any 
extra  expenditure.  It  would  be 
particularly  helpful,  for 
women,  including  those 
returning  from  maternity 
leave  or  raising  families  who 
wanted  to  continue  but  could 
not  manage  a full  week’s  work.

Duke  in 
warning 
on  panda

The  giant  panda  could  be- 
come extinct  within  the  next 
twenty  to  thirty  years  unless 
an  effective  conservation  pol- 
icy is  established,  the  Duke  of 
Edinburgh  said  yesterday. 

The  Duke,  as  President  of 
the  World  Wildlife  Food,  was 
speaking  at  an  international 
press  conference  in  Loudon. 

He  launched  a £1  million 
appeal  aimed  at  instigating  a 
joint  campaign  with  foe  Chi- 
nese to  protect  the  panda. 

One  of  the  world's  rarest 
species,  ft  is  also  one  of  foe 
most  publicized  because  of  its 
apparent  reluctance  to  re- 
produce itself. 

Its  only  remaining  natural 
habitat  is  in  a remote  area  of 
China,  which  the  Duke  visited 
daring  last  year’s  state  visit. 

The  fund  says  the  panda, 
population  has  fallen  from’ 
aroaid  1,100  to  between  800 
and  1,000  in  dm  past  10  years. 

The  main  threat  to  its 
survival  is  not  only  foe  flower- 
ing and  subsequent  death  of 
the  bamboo,  its  principal 
food  — last  year  67  pandas 
were  found  dead  in  the  wild, 
mostly  from  starvation  — but 
human  incursion  and  the . 
destruction  of  its  habitat 
The  Duke  said  he  hod  no. 
doubt  that  China  had  the  vrifl 
to  tackle  foe  problem -if 
there  was  a shortcoming  it  was 
an  organizational  one.

Computer 
to  tackle 
Aids  virus

Britain's  world-beating 
Transputer,  the  "computer  on 
a chip”,  is  to  be  used  to 
develop  drags  to  combat  Aids. 

Two  Oxford-based  com- 
panies, Chemical  Design  and 
British  Bio-technology,  are 
collaborating  to  exploit  the 
enormous  computing  power  of 
an  army  of  Transputers  to 


Ordinary  computers  are  in- 
capable of  deafing  with  the 
complexity  of  a virus,  accord- 
ing to  Helen  Gaskilig,  Of 
Chemical  Design,  which  is 
building  a ^Transputer,  sys- 
tem tor  the  project 

TheTtanspnterdnp,Hbidi 
was  developed  by  Inmos,  the 
Bristol-based  senrfeondnetor 
company,  can  be  incorporated 
into  existing  computers  to 
boost  their  performance. 

Transputers,  each  capable 
of  carrying  out  about  dm 
million  operations  a second, 
can  also  be  made  to  work  on 
many  different  problems  sim- 
ultaneously. 

Chemical  Design  aims  to 
hand  over  the  first  Transputer 
array  to  British  Bio- technol- 
ogy in  May.  The  company  will 
then  brain  the  search. 

Dr  Keith  McCnUagh,  Brit- 
ish Bio-technology’s  chief 
executive,  says  that  his  com- 
pany is  taking  two  approaches 
with  the  Aids  virus. 

The  first  is  to  fmdchemicals 
that  can  alter  the  internal 
mechanism  of  the  virus  which 
enables  it  to  make  copies  of 
itself  and  overwhelm  its  hu- 
man hosfs  immune  system. 

The  other  is  the  develop- 
ment of  chemicals  which  pre- 
vent the  virus  from  attacking 
cells  in  tbe  immune  system. 

Both  call  for  detailed  three- 
dimensional  models  of  both 
the  Aids  virus  and  the  drugs 
under  test  to  be  built  op.  The 
models  are  then  used  to  find 
molecular  shapes  that  can  lock 

oo  to  the  virus. 

According  to  Miss  Gashing, 
billions  of  calculations  have  to 
lie  carried  out  to  find  out 
whether  a particular  drug  can 
perform  in  the  way  required,  a 
task  that  even  a year  ago 
would  have  put  the  search  for 
an  anti-Aids  treatment  beyond 
the  capabilities  of  all  but  a 
handful  of  organizations.

MP  killed 
in  crash 
did  not  use 
seat  belt 


Mr  David  Penhaligon.  the 
liberal  MP,  was  not  wearing  a 
seat  belt  when  he  died  in  a 
road  accident,  an  inquest  was 
told  yesterday. 

Tbe  MP  for  Truro  was 
killed  three  days  before  Christ- 
mas when  his  Rover  car  was 
hit  by  a delivery  van  which 
skidded  on  black  ice. 

A former  village  post- 
master, he  was  on  bis  way  lo 
pay  an  early  morning  visit  to 
postal  workers  coping  with 
Christmas  mail. 

Mr  Alastair  Lean,  a pan- 
time fireman,  told  the  inquest 
at  Truro  that  he  saw  tee  MP. 
slumped  in  his  seat,  the  lower 
pan  of  his  body  in  the  foot- 
space  of  the  car. 

“The  driver's  door  was 
jammed  and,  when  freed,  the 
upper  pan  of  tbe  body  fell  out 
sideways  into  my  arms.  ] don't 
believe  that  he  had  been 
wearing  a seat  bell. 

“Nobody  could  have  re- 
leased the  belt  prior  to  our- 
selves because  they  could  not 
have  entered  the  vehicle.” 

Dr  Robert  Marshall,  a 
pathologist,  said  Mr  Pen- 
haligon,  aged  42,  died  of 
massive  damage  to  his  liver 
and  spleen  and  had  suffered 
typical  steering  wheel  injuries. 

During  the  doctor's  evi- 
dence Mr  Penhaligon's  bro- 
ther John  feinted.  He  tried  to 
leave  the  council  chamber  but 
slumped  to  the  floor.

VW  looks  at  tyres 
that  run  flat  out

A new  car  tyre  capable  of 
running  deflated  for  several 
hundred  miles  should  be 
available  In  three  years'  time. 

Dr  Wolfgang  Linke>  direc- 
tor of  development  for  Volks- 
wagen, forecast*  tliat  the  run- 
flat  tyre,  which  is  mounted  on 
a special  wheel  and  has  bal- 
loon-shaped sidewalls,  could 
be  sold  as  an  option  for 
customers  by  1990. 

The  ability  to  withstand  a 
much  greater  distance  deflated 
than  Dunlop's  ill-feted  Deno- 
vo  run-flat  tyre  has  raised  the 
expectation  of  cars  of  the 
1990s  being  sold  without  a 
spare  wheel. 

Dr  Linke  said  at  the  Geneva 
Motor  Show  that  VW  was 
unlikely  to  consider  such  an 
adventurous  move  initially 
and  so  would  offer  the  run-flat 
tyre,  developed  by  Conti- 
nental Tyres,  as  the  spare 
wheel,  or  a narrow  space-saver 
tyre  which  is  already  popular 
on  tbe  Continent.

Capping  urged  in 
damages  awards

An  inquiry  into  a limit  on 
the  amount  of  damages  that 
can  be  awarded  in  cases  of 
professional  negligence  is 
being  considered  by  the 
Government. 

The  legal  profession,  in 
particular,  has  expressed  wor- 
ries about  the  possibility  of 
damages  running  into  mil- 
lions being  imposed. 

Mr  Paul  Channon,  tee  Sec- 
retary of  State  for  Trade  and 
Industry,  has  told  tee  presi- 
dent of  tee  Law  Society  the 
subject  is  still  being 
considered. 

The  president  of  tee  society, 
Mr  John  Wickerson,  recently 
wrote  to  tee  Secretary  of  State 
pressing  trim  to  reconsider  an 
inquiry  because  all  the  pro- 
fessions are  having  problems 
insuring  themselves  against 
huge  negligence  claims. 

He  said  that  firms  of  solic- 
itors will  be  unable  to  meet 
liabilities. 

The  amount  of  professional 


indemnity  insurance  available 
in  the  market  is  limited,  he 
said. 

Even  if  the  market  im- 
proved, there  would  stIU  be 
cases  "where  insurance  was 
just  not  available  for  tee  foil 
amount  of  tee  firm’s  potential 
liabilities”. 

The  professions  have  been 
affected  by  a world-wide 
contraction  in  the  insurance 
market  for  indemnity  cover 
because  of  tee  huge  increase  in 
bote  the  number  and  size  of 
claims. 

The  Government  rejected  a 
call  for  an  inquiry  made  by  tee 
Institute  of  Chartered 
Accountants  and  backed  by 
tee  Law  Society  last  summer. 

But  Mr  Wickerson  said  he 
does  not  agree.  Although  tee 
Government  says  tee  pro- 
fessions face  such  different 
problems  that  there  cannot  be 
a common  solution,  they  all 
faced  tee  problem  of  obtaining 
adequate  cover,  be  said.

Opposition  MPs  condemned 
the  rack  of  an  adequate  building 
programme  for  council  houses. 
Conservatives  took  the  view 
that  there  was  no  point  to 
building  new  council  homes 
when  so  many  were  already 
standing  empty. 

Some  called  for  the  abolition 
of  rent  control  to  increase  the 
supply  of  privately  rented 
homes.  Empty  homes,  they  said, 
must  be  brought  into  use. 

Both  from  benches  seemed  to 
agree  the  need  for  action  in  three 
areas  over  empty  housing  — 
private.  local  authority  and 
central  government 

The  exchanges  began  when 
Mr  Nicholas  Ridley.  Secretary 
of  State  for  the  Environment, 
said  that  he  had  no  doubt  about 
the  feasibility  of  housebuilding 
in  the  inner  cities.  Private 
housebuilders  were  already 
building  about  12.000  homes  a 
year  in  these  areas. 

"I  shall  continue  to  support 
housing  initiatives  in  inner-city 
areas  by  using  public  money  to 
attract  substantial  amounts  of 
private  investment." 

He  was  replying  to  Mr  Simon 
Hughes  (Southwark  and  Berm- 
ondsey. L).  who  said  that  the 
average  price  of  a house  in 
Southwark  was  £160.000.  The 
real  need  was  for  cheap  housing 
for  rent  and  affordable  houses, 
of  about  £40.000,  to  buy. 

Since  prices  had  risen  by  more 
than  25  per  cent  in  London  in 
(he  past  year,  coukl  he  give  an 
assurance,  to  young  people  es- 
pecially. that  there  would  be 
affordable  housing  for  them? 

Mr  Ridley  said  that  Mr  Hughes 
was  trying  to  involve  him  in  a 
local  authority  problem.  There 
were  many  empty  council 
houses,  many  in  London.  In 
other  parts  of  the  country  there 
were  also  many  empty  houses 
which  local  authorities,  if  they 
wished,  could  use  to  house 
people. 

Mr  Patrick  McLoughlin  (West 
Derbyshire.  C)  said  there  were 
many  empty  houses  in  certain 
areas  in-  London.  Legislation 
was  required  that  would  force 
councils  to  sell  houses  if  they 
had  been  empty  for  six  months. 
That  would  give  people  the 
opportunity  to  buy  houses  at 
prices  they  could  afford. 

Mr  Rtdley:  Mr  John  Powley 
(Norwich  S,  C)  did  introduce  a 
very  sensible  Bill  under  the  10- 
minute  rule  to  that  effect.  I am

The  lobbyists9  guide 


on  fire  safety  Bill  A message  of  fear  for  restaurateurs  ‘leftist9  label

The  Govemmem  suffered 
its  first  defeat  of  the  session  in 
House  of  Lords  when  Labour 
peers  pushed  through  an 
amendment  to  the  Fire  Safety 
and  Safety  of  Places  of  Sport 
Bill  requiring  fire  officers  to 
inspect  all  sports  grounds  at 
least  once  a year. 

The  House  of  Lords  ap- 
proved on  Tuesday  by  a 
. majority  of  five  votes  the 
amendment  which  complies 
with  the  recommendation  in 
Mr  Justice  Popplewell's  report 
after  the  Valley  Parade  foot- 
ball ground  disaster  in  Brad- 
ford in  May  1985  in  which  56 
people  died. 

The  Government  had  twice 
resisted  this  amendment  win- 
ning by  two  votes  during  the 
committee  stage  but  losing  in 
the  later  report  stage  by  64 
■ votes  lo  59. 

Lord  Bcavcrbrook,  for  the 
Government,  argued  that  afl 
international  and  main  sports 
grounds  would  be  inspected 
annually,  but  it  would  put  an 
unfair  burden  on  local  auth- 
orities* resources  to  legislate 
lor  annual  inspections  of  the 
smaller  grounds. 

Lord  Misheon.  Labour's 
home  affairs  spokesman  and 
former  chairman  of  London 
Fire  Brigade,  said  the  bri- 
gade's fire  prevention  branch 


had  told  him  it  could  easily 
carry  out  annual  inspections 
of  all  grounds. 

"They  also  point  out  to  me 
that  ‘'unfortunately  risk  from 
fire  is  often  greater  at  smaller 
premises  than  larger  ones 
where  the  amount  of  time  and 
resources  shown  by  owners  to 
ensure  safe  situations  is  not  as 
much  as  that  in  the  larger 
premises'.  They  go  on  to  tell 
me  how  necessary  it  is  that  all 
fire  authorities  see  that  annual 
inspections  take  place". 

After  an  appeal  by  Lord 
Misheon,  the  Government  has  , 
also  put  a new  clause  into  the  i 
Bill  giving  fire  officers  ihe 
right  to  dose  immediately  any 
offices,  shops  and  factories 
they  consider  to  be  a severe 
fire  risk. 

At  present,  fire  authorities 
have  to  go  to  magistrates' 
courts  to  get  an  order  to  close 
unsafe  premises.  But  Lord 
Misheon  complained  that  that 
allowed  them  to  cany  on 
being  used  for  days  or  even 
weeks- 

Under  the  new  clause,  the 
owners  will  have  21  days  to 
appeal  against  the  order.  If 
they  disobey  the  magistrates' 
order  they  will  face  heavy 
fines  and  up  to  two  years’ 
imprisonment

Parliament  has  never  before 
been  lobbied  as  It  is  today. 

Mass  demonstrations  saefe 
as  Tuesday's  for  pensioners 
I have  become  a commonplace. 

MPs'  postbags  groan  with 
the  weight  of  unsolicited  mall 
from  every  tuppenny  ha'penny 
little  public  relations  outfit. 
Ministers  are  whisked  off  in 
limousines  to  private  boxes  at 
Ascot  to  hobnob  with  foe 
directors  who  hope  to  slip  in  a 
word  of  two  of  special  pleading 
on  the  way  from  the  parade 
ring  to  the  Tote.  More  than 
100  MPs  are  on  company 
payrolls  as  consultants. 

But  the  effort  and  expense 
that  go  into  lobbying  are 
largely  misdirected  and  mis- 
spent, as  Mr  Charles  Miller, 
chief  executive  iff  Public  Pol- 
icy Consultants  Ltd,  confirms 
in  a new  book  that  would  send 
shudders  of  fear  through  the 
ranks  of  West  End  restaurant 
managers  were  it  to  have  foe 
tircaJatian  it  deserves. 

Lesson  one  from  Mr  Miller 
is  that  it  is  no  use  jast  relying 
on  contacts  with  a friendly  MP 
or  two.  Every  pound  spent  on 
research,  he  says,  is  probably 
worth  ten  spent  on  lobbying. 
’’Those  who  understand  the 
corridors  always  do  belter  than 
those  who  rely  on  friends  in 
hfghplaces.  * 


“ Working  with  Government 
is  no  longer  a matter  of  a few 
words  in  a few  Establishment 
ears.  It  is  essential  to  under- 
stand tiie  infrastructure  of 
derision-malting  and  foe  men- 
talities of  deassoa-makas".

A discussion  paper  from  the 
Law  Society’s  femily  law  com- 
mittee pys  the  way  courts  sort 

out  maintenance  and  property 
is  arbitrary,  uncertain,  im- 
precise and  out  of  date,  and 
based  on  nothing  more  than 
randomly  chosen  guidelines. 

The  paper  says  the  law  fails 
to  recognize  that  spouses  may 
■ have  their  own  possessions, 
which  are  not  jointly  owned 
and  should  not  be  subject  to 
the  share-out 

Nor  do  maintenance  de- 
cisions take  proper  account  of 
the  full  income  contributed  by 
working  wives;  or  com- 
promises that  one  or  other 
spouse  may  have  made  during 
the  marriage  to  his  or  her 
earning  power  so  the  partner 
may  pursue  a career. 

It  calls  for  new  formulae 
which  registrars  would  take  as 
a starting  point  for  decisions. 
Those  could  be  fed  into  micro- 
computers in  courts  to  end  the 
present  inconsistencies. 

Under  the  proposed  new 
formulae,  decisions  about  the 
family  home  and  possessions 
would  be  sorted  out  under  a 
matrimonial  property  code, 
which  for  the  first  time  would 
remove  from  the  dispute 
arena  any  property  that  be- 
longed to  either  spouse  before 
marriage. 

It  would  also  remove  any- 
thing they  received  by  gift  or 
inheritance,  as  a result  of some 
“windfall”,  or  which  they 
created  by  their  own  efforts 
after  separation.

From  the  degree  and  length 
of  the  concessions  the  courts 
would  determine  the  level  and 
length  of  maintenance,  based 
on  mathematical  formulae 
which  could  be  programmed 
for  a microcomputer. 

• The  paper,  which  has  gone 
to  judges  and  legal  groups  for 
comment,  is  critical  of  the  so- 
called  “one  third"  rule  by 
which  courts  have  tradition- 
ally assessed  maintenance. 

Although  courts  deny  that 
hard  and  fast  rules  exist,  they 
have,  “for  more  than  two 
centuries",  worked  out  main- 
tenance on  the  basis  dot  it 
should  be  equal  to  one  thiid  of 
the  payer's  gross  income. 

Mr  Green  suggests  a for- 
mula based  on  a sliding  scale: 
at  one  end  a spouse  contribut- 
ing nothing  to  joint  income 
would  obtain  one  third  of  that 
income;  while  a spouse  con- 
tributing half  would  merit  the 
half  he  or  she  earns.

Universities  to  aid

An  attempt  to  convince 
thousands  of.  smaller  busi- 
nesses of  the  need  to  get 
involved  . in,  research  and 
development  work  is  being 
planned,  by  the  Government 
and  four  universities.

Dr  Michael  Clark,  head  of 
the  geodata  unit  at  Southamp- 
ton and  chairman  of  the 
British  Education  Him  and 
Video  Council,  said:  “At 'the 
moment,  the  smaller  business- 
man tends  to  take  a jaundiced 
view  of  universities  and.  to  be 
fair,  some  universities  have 
taken  a jaundiced  view  of 
getting  involved  in  research 
with  anyone  but  the  big, 
glamour  firms. 

“What  we  are  trying  to  show 
in  the  film  is  how  smaller 
companies  can  link-up  with 


higher  education  for  their

Plea  for  off-peak  air 
fares  on  Euro  flights

Hundreds  of  aircraft  are 
flying  around  Europe  with 
only  a third  of  their  seats 
filled,  it  was  claimed  yes- 
terday. 

The  flights,  usually  at  off- 
peak  times,  could  be  filled  if 
airlines  were  allowed  to  charge 
lower  fores  to  attract  cus- 
tomers to  ihe  less 
populartiraed  services,  ac- 
cording to  Mr  Michael  Spicer, 
the  Minister  for  Aviation. 

However,  many  countries 
are  resisting  Britain’s  attempts 
to  create  lower  prices,  he  told  a 
meeting  of  European  students 
m London.  “It  is  fores  which 
people  care  most  about  and  by 
which  the  success  of  the 
Community  in  this  field  will 
be  judged  by  the  people  at 
large”,  Mr  Spicer  said. 


“But  our  efforts  to  ensure 
that  people  can  have  the 
benefit  of  cheaper  off-peak 
travel  are  still  being  resisted 
by  several  countries  — the 
French,  Italians,  Spanish, 
Portuguese  and  Greeks  in 
particular. 

“I  find  it  deeply  regrettable 
that  some  states  are  still 
resistant  to  even  moderate 
common  sense  changes.  The 
introduction  of  off-peak  fores 
will  help  travellers  and  air- 
lines, not  least  because  they 
will  fill  empty  seats. 

“Many  off-peak  European 
flights  are  less  than  30  per  cent 
full.  That  is  absurd  given  the 
latent  demand,  for  instance, 
among  people  like  yourselves 
for  reasonably  priced  air 
fores.” 


Prices 

watchdog 

‘failing 

public’

Consumers  are  not  being 
adequately  protected  by  the 
Monopolies  and  Mergers 
Commission  against  high 
prices,  waste,  inefficiency  and 
over-manning  in  the  national- 
ized industries,  the  Commons 
Public  Accounts  committee 
has  concluded 

In  a report  yesterday,  the 
all-party  committee  rejected 
evidence  from  the  Gov- 
ernment and  announced  that 
it  would  re-open  the  question 
of  accountability  of  monopoly 
industries. 

The  report  will  come  as  a 
further  embarrassment  to  the 
Department  of  Trade  and 
Industry,  which  gave  the 
commission  powers  to  in- 
vestigate the  performance  of 
nationalized  industries  on  be- 
half of  the  consumer  in  1980, 
and  which  is  already  under 
fire  over  its  mergers  policy. 

The  MPs  note  that  it  is  the 
Secretary  of  State  for  Trade 
who.  after  consultation  with 
the  industry  and  its  sponsor- 
ing department,  chooses  the 
subjects  of  the  commission’s 
investigations,  not  the  com- 
mission itself. 

They  believe  the  commis- 
sion should  play  a greater  role 
in  choosing  the  subjects  of 
inquiry  and  so  deflect  any 
suspicion  that  a sponsoring 
department  was  trying  to  de- 
flea it  away  from  areas  that 
department' would  prefer  not 
to  have  examined. 

The  report  notes  that  the 
commission  has  no  statutory 
right  to  examine  nationalized 
industry’s  books  and  records. 
In  evidence  it  claimed  to  have 
“developed  a nose”  for  the 
information  it  required,  but 
the  committee  concluded  that 
it  could  not  always  be  sure  any 
information  received  was 
accurate. 

The  report  criticizes  the 
Government’s  arrangements 
for  ensuring  that  the  com- 
mission's recommendations 
are  acted  upon,  and  says  there 
must  be  some  subsequent 
external  check. 

It  also  rejects  the  Govern- 
ment’s claim  that  its  pro- 
gramme of  investigations 
since  1980  had  been  “impres- 
sive and  balanced”. 

Fourth  Report  of  the  Committee 
or Public  Accounts:  Efficiency  of 
Nationalized  Industries  - Ref- 
erences to  the  Monopolies  and 
Mergers  Commission  (Station- 
ery Office:  £3.80).

School  of  Tropical  Medicine,  concluded  that  screening  of 
international  travellers  would  “retard  only  briefly  the  spread 
of  HIV  (human  immunology  rims),  both  globally  and  with 
respect  to  any  particular  country”.

He 
pushed  them  into  foe  barber 
shop.  Sometimes  they  were 
wounded  with  whole  pieces  of 
flesh  hanging  off  behind 
them.” 

The  barbers  were  sum- 
moned to  work  by  tbe  blowing 
of  a whistle  each  time  a 
transport  arrived.  The  hair 
was  sorted,  cleaned  by  being 
heated,  and  then  baled. 

When  there  were  no  trans- 
ports, he  would  work  at 
sorting  out  clothes  or  collect- 
ing branches  in  tbe  forest  to 
camouflage  the  fences  round 
foe  extermination  area.

Singapore 
budget  hits 
gamblers 


Singapore  (Reuter)  — Gam- 
blers. drinkers  and  smokers  m 
Singapore  will  have  to  pay 
more  for  their  pleasures  to 
support  foe  business  commu- 
nity and  prospective  third- 
and  fourth-child  parents. 

This  was  the  gist  of 
yesterday's  1987-88  bn 
speech  by  Mr  Richard  Hu, 
Finance  Minister. 

The  budget  envisages  a 
deficit  of  S Sin  3.75  billion 
(£1.19  billion),  which  will  be 
financed  through  domestic 
borrowing  or  a draw  on 
reserves. 

Mr  Hu  said  there  was  no 
room  - for  further  direct  tax 
cuts  and  called  for  greater 
prudence  in  all  areas. 

He  said  that  although 
Singapore’s  economy  grew  last 
year  by  1.9  per  cent  after 
contracting  L7  per  cent  in 
1985,  there  were  “still  hazards 
along  the  path  to  full 
recovery”. 

Mr  Hu  announced  tax 
breaks  for  the  promotion  of 
offshore  services,  such  as  con- 
sultancy and  management, 
and  introduced  improve- 
ments in  incentives  aimed  at 
promoting  Singapore  as  a 
financial  and  services  centre. 

But  the  biggest  beneficiaries 
were  prospective  third-child 
and  fourth-child  parents.

He  has  breathed  new 
life  Into  the  FBL  dragging  it 
out  of  a preoccupation  with 
bank-  robbers  and  car  thieves 
and  Into  the  modern  era  of 
fighting  political  corruption.

Such  deep  distrust  of  Soviet 
motives  is  not  restricted  to  the

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Sir  Joh’s  power  bid  stuns 
Canberra  establishment 


From  Stephen  Taylor,  Sydney 


Something  extraordinary  is 
happening  in  Australian  poli- 
tics which  is  shaking  Canber- 
ra's deeply-entrenched  estab- 
lishment. Just  where  the  tilt 
for  power  by  Sir  Joh  Bjelke- 
Pelersen,  the  maverick  Pre- 
mier of  Queensland,  will  end 
is  anybody's  guess,  but  it  is 
already  dear  that  the  system 
will  never  be  the  same  again. 

After  weeks  of  rancorous 
debate  which  has  bitterly  di- 
vided conservative  politics, 
Sir  Job.  aged  76,  and  who  at 
this  stage  does  not  even  have  a 
seat  in  the  federal  Parliament 
has  persuaded  almost  half  of 
the  National  Party's  MPs  in 
Canberra  to  back  him  against 
Mr  lan  Sinclair,  the  party 
leader,  in  his  drive  to  be  Prime 
Minister.  Other  MPS  are  quite 
likely  to  follow. 

This  in  itself  is  remarkable. 
At  the  opposite  end  of  the 
political  spectrum,  it  is  as  if 
Mr  Ken  Livingstone,  as  leader 
of  the  GLC  had  challenged 
Mr  Neil  Kinnock  and  got  the 
support  of  half  of  Labour’s 
MPs. 

The  coup  attempt  was  sig- 
nalled in  a motion  by  the  MPs 
to  pursue  a campaign  with  tire 
slogan,  “Joh  for  Pnme  Min- 
ister for  Australia's  sake". 

It  indicated  a showdown  in 
the  power  struggle  which  has 
pitted  Sir  Joh  as  a potential 
leader  of  conservative  politics 
against  Mr  Sinclair  and  his 
partner  in  the  opposition  co- 
alition, Mr  John  Howard,  the 
Liberal  leader. 

The  confrontation  will  be 
renewed  later  this  month,  with 
the  MPs,  all  of  them  from 
Queensland,  seeking  to  get 
their  fellows  on  the  National 


Party  caucus  in  Canberra  to 
endorse  the  motion. 

But  it  is  already  evident  that 
the  Nationals’  split  has  all  but 
destroyed  the  alliance  with  the 
liberals  which  has  made 
conservatism  the  natural 
voice  of  Australian  govern- 
ment 

The  implications  are  pro- 
found, but  the  most  immedi- 
ate upshot  is  that  Labor,  long 
the  party  of  opposition,  will 
now  probably  win  an  unprec- 
edented third  term  of  office 
later  this  year. 

It  was  always  likely  that  Sir 
Job,  a peanut  former  whose 
fundamentalist  views  and 
electoral  success  m Queens- 
land have  tnadft  him  a kind  of 
Outback  political  phenom- 
enon, would  attract  far-right 
support  when  be  announced 
earlier  this  year  that  he  was 
making  a move  on  Canberra. 

What  has  astonished  an- 
alysis is  the  speed  with  which 
his  populist  bandwagon  have 
gathered  momentum. 

Sir  Joh’s  campaign  has  also 


had  a broader  impacL  Since 
making  hris  appearance  on  the 
national  scene  with  a near- 
presidential  style  of  campaign- 
ing, tirere  has  been  a 4 per  cent 


poll  swing  from  the  Hawke 
Government  to  tire  conser- 
vative parties. 

There  is  even  growing 
speculation  about  the  possibil- 
ity of  a Bjdke-Petersen 
administration  in  Canberra. 

At  a time  when  Australians 
are  worried  and  bewildered  by 
dire  warnings  of  unprece- 
dented economic  austerity, 
because  of  huge  trade  im- 
balances and  a perilous  level 
of  foreign  debt,  the  Queens- 
land Premier’s  avuncular 
manner  and  simple  solutions 
find  a ready  response. 

With  a feeling  for  gut-level 
issues  that  has  been  the  basis 
ofhis  longevity  in  Queensland 
politics,  he  speaks  of  a federal 
Government  committed  to  a 
flat  25  per  cent  rale  of  income 
tax  and  to  confronting  trade 
union  power.

however.  Sir  Joh  is  less  spe- 
cific. His  standard  reply  to 
awkward  questions  from  the 
media  is  a paternalistic: 
“Now,  don't  you  worry  about 
that"  More  often  than  not,  be 
win  then  launch  into  one  of| 

the  rambling,  inconclusive 

sentences  that  have  become 

his  Hallmark. 

Asked  recently  for  his 
thoughts  on  foreign  policy,  he 
replied:  “You  are  not  going  to 
get  me  with  that  kind  of  trick 
question." 

Despite  the  indications  that 
he  does  have  some  broad 
national  support,  urban  Aus- 
tralians still  regard  it  as  in- 
credible that  he  might  be 
elected  Prime  Minister. 

The  Nationals  have  only  21 
seats  in  the  145-seat  House  of 
Representatives,  and,  who- 
ever leads  the  party,  it  is 
inconceivable  feat  it  could 
win  a majority  in  its  own  right. 
The  alternative,  a new  co- 
alition with  the  Liberals  under 
Sir  Job,  becomes  ever  less 
likely  as  he  pours  scorn  on  the 
Howard  leadership. 

Fellow  conservatives  be- 
lieve that  Sir  Joh’s  electoral 
appeal  will  evaporate  under 
the  scrutiny  of  a federal  elec- 
tion campaign. 

Mr  Howard,  who  has 
watered  the  destruction  of  any 
semblance  of  unity  between 
Liberals  and  Nationals,  re- 
marked bitterly  this  week:  “Sir 
Joh  is  not  a man  of  vision  and 
achievement,  but  a man  who 
through  his  own  selfish  power 
desires,  with  no  basis  of  any 
policy  or  principle,  is  prepared 
to  embark  on  a course  which 
will  wreck  conservative  polit- 
ics.''

thing.  Particularly  not  in 
the  case  of  Sylvia  Panfchurst.  whose 
talent  for  selMramatizatiou  and 
deception,  as  this  diligent  new  book 
reveals,  came  fairly  near  insanity 
Who  but  Sylvia  Pankhurst,  who 
spoke  Bp  for  polyandry,  could  have 
gone  indignantly  to  Thomas  Cook 
in  Paris  to  report  that  the  conductor 
tried  to  kiss  her  on  the  train? 

Here  we  are  in  the  wonderland  of 
Wettverbesserungwahn  (George 
Bernard  Shaw’s  word  for  it),  the 
grand  illusion  of  world  improve- 
ment that  swept  through  the  Pank- 
hurst family,  creating  wild  domestic 
dissemion  on  its  way.  It  is  a dynasty 
drama.  Any  daughter  of  the  elegant, 
imperious  Mrs  Pankhurst,  with  that 
voice  from  the  platform  throbbing 
like  an  or^n,  must  have  found  the 
suffragette  inheritance  a little 
daunting.  It  is  also  a fairy  tale  of 
bitter  sibling  rivalry,  with 
Christabel,  the  elder  and  more 
popular  and  beautiful,  outdoing  her 
gauche,  increasingly  indignant  sis- 
ter. Poor  Sylvia,  struggling  on  her 
amateur  child’s  cycle  on  a Clarion 
club  outing,  turning  crimson  in  the 
face  while  Christabel  speeds  by  on  a 
proper  machine,  taunting  her.  This 
was  to  be  the  pattern  of  their  life: 

Was  it  domestic  desperation,  as 
so  often,  that  decided  Sylvia  to  train 
to  be  an  artist?  Her  talents  seem  to 
have  been  pretty  mediocre.  (The 
comment  of  Keir  Hardie’s  that  his 
portrait  was  “a  product  of  her 
genius”  was  sorely  wishful  think- 
ing.) Perhaps  it  was  pique  too  that 
led  her  to  go  in  for  the  brulta  style  of 
dress,  that  uniform  of  uncompro- 
mising dowdiness,  the  sexless 
ouiergarments,  the  bar  shoes  and 
thick  lisle  stockings,  rather  wrinkled 
at  the  ankles,  worn  by  radical 
middle  class  females  at  a period 
when  lipstick  was  seen  to  signify  a 
stale  of  slavery. 

Sylvia's  an  was  dedicated  to  the 
Cause:  a Votes  for  Women  poster  in 
the  style  of  Aiming  Bell:  a suffrag- 
ette badge  given  for  acts  of  special 
valour,  a miniature  portcullis 
pinned  on  heroic  bosoms.  And  soon 
the  causes  swallowed  up  the  art 
Whatever  she  did  she  overdid

impressively.  Her  hunger  strikes 
were  longer;  her  speeches  more 
hysterical;  and  she.  needless  to  say, 
was  the  body  on  the  stretcher  bcum 
through  London  in  the  great  suffrag- 
ette protest  march  to  Westminster. 
This  books  very  good  on  analysing 
her  extremism,  her  insistence  on  the 
most  dramatic  and  exaggerated 
version  of  whatever  current  ideolo- 
gy she  was  espousing. 

What  we  have  here  is  a rrvetingly 
interesting  study  of  female  immatu- 
rity. There  was  m Sylvia  Pankhurst 
a strong  Madcap  Merle  element, 
recognized  by  Bernard  Shaw  when 
he  described  her  setfdefensivdy  as 
“the  queerest  idiot-genius  of  the 
age  — the  most  unmanageable,  self- 
interested,  blindly  and  deadly  win- 
ful little  rapscailion-condoraera 
that  ever  imposed  itself  on  the  infra- 
red of  the  revolutionary  spectrum.” 
She  had  a very  schoolginisb  pen- 
chant for  disguises,  slipping  across 
the  Channel  like  a Scarlet  Pimper- 
nel. In  her  curious  political  progres- 
sion from  positions  somewhat  to 
the  left  of  Lenin,  to  the  passionate 
identification  with  Pan-Africanism 
and  Ethiopian  monarchism  of  her 
later  years,  one  is  forced  to  have  a 
few  small  doubts  about  her  motiva- 
tion. Did  the  cause  need  Sylvia 
Pankhurst,  or  did  she  need  causes 
more? 

She  was  certainly  always  much  in 
need  of  father  figures,  of  whom  she 
assembled  an  extraordinary  collec- 
tion. What,  otherwise,  do  these  four 
have  in  common:  Lenin,  Keir 
Hardie.  Haile  Selassie,  and  King 
Zog?  My  own  preference  is  for  the 


absurdly  sentimental  Keir  Hardie,  a 
political  Old  Man  of  Loehnagar, 
who,  with  surely  a great  stretch  of 
the  imagination,  made  love  to 
Sylvia,  calling  her  his  “Little 
Sweetheart”.  One  can  only  feel 
affection  for  a man  who  wrote  a 
called  From  Serfdom  to 
i'afism.  Ob  what  a lost  world. 
For  her  father  figures  she  dearly 
favoured  beards  (like  the  beard  of 
her  own  father).  For  the  father  ofher 
child,  the  son  she  bore  at  45,  she 
chose  a clean-shaven  tamed  anar- 
chist called  Corio.  with  whom  she 
lived  for  many  years,  reasonably 
amicably,  at  West  Dene,  in  Wood- 
fold  Green,  in  intellectual  squalor 
the  house  overflowing  with  pam- 
phlets, books  and  papers,  discussion 
groups  and  hangers-on;  the  garden 
thick  with  weeds.  One  of  Sylvia 
Pankhurst’s  most  dogmatic  theories 
was  the  incompatibility  of  garden- 
ing and  activism,  which  even  from 
this  distance  seems  not  such  a bad 
idea. 

Patricia  Romero,  an  Ameri- 
can academic,  has  done  her 
research  with  immense 
thoroughness  and  energy, 
even  inspecting  the  tomb 
in  Addis  Ababa  where  Sylvia  Pank- 
hurst lies  in  pomp  amongst  the 
Ethiopian  heroes  (finally  outclass- 
ing in  exotic  grand  finale  her  hated 
sister  Christabel,  who  just  became  a 
Dame).  If  the  book  is  a little  bit 
long-winded  never  mind.  It  is 
brevity  itself  if  you  compare  it  to  its 
subject,  whose  bombardments  were 
so  verbose  and  determined  that  the 
Foreign  Offioe  opened  a whole  file 
on  “How  to  Answer  Letters  from 
Miss  Sylvia  Pankhurst”.  She  also 
wrote  some  terrible,  interminable 
verse. 

Was  she,  as  her  biographer 
claims,  the  most  effective  of  the 
Pankhiirsts?  This  one  doubts.  Her 
activities  were  too  erratic.  But  of  ail 
Pankhursts  she  was  by  far  the 
homdest,  the  best  at  histrionics  and 
subversion  of  the  truth,  with  that 
dangerous  streak  of  obtuseness  in 
her  nature  we  have  come  to 
recognize  in  female  terrorism  in  its 
modern  incarnation.  It  was  notice- 
able that  after  all  the  public  meet- 
ings addressed  by  Sylvia  Pankhurst, 
violence  broke  out. 


White  writing  political  biogra- 
phies has  long  been  Roy 
Jenkins's  hobby,  his  problem 
has  been  finding  the  time  to  do 
any  serious  research.  With 
this  book,  following  bard  upon 
his  Truman  of  jusfa  year  ago, . 
it  is  dear  that  he  has  resolved 
this  difficulty  by  inventing  for 
himself  a new  genre  of  histori- 
cal writing,  perfectly  adapted 
both  to  his  particular  talent 
and  to  his  other  commitments, 
which  should  keep  him  pro- 
ductively occupied  for  years  to 
come.  It  is  a genre  relatively 
easy  to  write,  based  as  it  is 
largely  on  the  pa  Wished  work 
of  others.  It  pretends  to  no 
research  at  all  beyond  the 
resources  of  his  own  book- 
shelf. Yet,  because  Mr  Jen- 
kins writes  so  well,  even  his 
reworking  of  familiar  sources 
is  immensely  enjoyable  to 
read;  and  because  he  is  able  to 
write  oat  of  his  own  experience 
of  high  office  it  is  full  of 
insights  and  judgments  that 
are  fresh,  authoritative,  and 
tboroaghly  his  own. 

The  reason  Baldwin  follows 
Truman  so  closely  is  that  the 
two  books  were  originally  part 
of  a single  scheme  of  back-to- 
back  comparisons  of  Prime 
Ministers  and  Presidents.

A doser  contemporary  com- 
parison, in  fact,  might  be  of 
Baldwin  with  Ronald 
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Comfortable,  faineant,  decent, 
imexcitingjsh.  Prime  Minister 

Reagan  - another  amiably 
lazy  leader  whose  speciality  is 

otism  of  hfaC^ctorate.Pffi^ 
dwxn,  however,  was  tedder 
than  Reagan  in  that  his  negli- 
gence was  not  found  out  until 
after  he  had  retired  in  a warn 
glow  of  national  gratitude  — 
an  apotheosis  that  now  seems 
. likely  to  be  denied  to  Reagan. 

That  is  one  parallel  Roy 
Jenkins  does  not  draw.  But  he 
has  a liking  for  sly  topical 
references.  ‘The  1929  Parlia- 
ment was  hardly  the  most 
glorious  in  our  history,”  be 
remarks  at  one  point,  “hot  it 
was  still  one  in  which  it  was 
possible  to  face  a major  issue 
on  its  merits— without  produc- 
ing mindless  noise  or  mockery 
from  the  other  side.”  He  fa 
also,  while  critical  of  much  of 
Baldwin’s  record.  Quite  pre- 
pared to  use  1dm  as  a slide 
with  which  to  beat  Mrs 
Thatcher.  “The  prospects  for 
an  unemployed  man  in  1931 
were  much  better  than  m 1981.” 

Despite  considerable  personal 
affection  and  respect  hr  his 
futtwiftng  of  episodes  like  the 
General  Strike  and  die  Abdica- 
tion, Mr  Jenkins’s  overall  verdict

First,  Baldwin  is  pro- 
nounced guilty  of  ‘‘seffdeception 
or  hypocrisy”  in  ignoring  the

Richard  Holmes  reviews  the  first  biography 
of  a French  literary  dragoness  and  Muse 

Elephant  Blanche 
on  French  Olympus 


Anyone  who  writes  a book 
called  Mimoires  dun  Ele- 
phant Blanc  should  not,  on 
principle,  be  forgotten.  But 
Judith  Gautier’s  strange  life  in 
the  heart,  or  heartlessness,  of 
French  19th-century  culture, 
touches  on  other  questions  of 
remembrance. 

A marked  development  in 
literary  biography  of  recent 
years  has  been  toe  arrival  of 
the  female  subject  the  femme 
de  Imres  previously  obscured 
by  the  long  shadows  of  mascu- 
line gloire  and  setf-impor- 
lance.  Out  of  the  penumbra 
have  stepped,  among  many, 
Zelda  Fitzgerald,  Dorothy 
Wordsworth,  Alice  James, 
Vita  Sackville-West,  and 
even  — from  a purple  cloud  of 
opium  talk  - poor  Mrs  S.T.G 

It  has  beat  an  ■ act  not 
merely  of  social  justice,  but 
more  subtly,  of  aesthetic  reap- 
praisal. We  have  slowly  began 
to  see  the  business  of  creation 
in  a less  isolated  way,  per- 
formed not  on  lonely,  Olympi- 
an mountain-tops,  but  also 
within  more  intimate,  domes- 
tic surroundings,  often  at  great 
emotional  cost  to  all 
concerned. 

The  life  of  Judith  Gautier, 
beautifully  narrated  and  re- 
searched by  Joanna  Richard- 
son, is  - an  important 
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Orientalist, 
and  poetess 


contribution  10  this  historic 
process.  It  is  told  in  a most 
readable  style  of  high,  scholar- 
ly gossip,  tender  and  intelli- 
gent, after  the  school  of  her 
one-time  tutor  Enid  Staririe. 
(who  wore  "all  the  colours  of 
the  Rimbaud”).  It  crusades, 
but  it  crusades  gently. 

Hitherto  Judith  has  been 
remembered  — if  at  all  — si  m- 
ply for  the  men  in  her  life. 
They  were  a colourful  lot  Her 
father  was  the  poet  and  jour- 
nalist of  Art  for  Art's  Sake, 
Theophile  Gautier,  he  of  the 
scarlet  doublet;  a French  Aca- 
demician later  referred  to  her, 
with  crushing 

condensccnsioit.  as  “perhaps 
her  father’s  masterpiece".  Her 
husband  was  the  handsome 
Parnassian  writer  and  pomog- 

rapher.  Catulle  Meudfcs. 
whom  Maupassant  described 
with  characteristic  delicacy  as 
"a  lily  in  urine”.  Her  lover  was 
the  septuagenarian  Victor 
Hugo,  whose  poems  to  her  — 
“you  are  a marble  statue, 
inhabited  by  a star”  etc— were 
first  submitted,  with  exquisite 
cruelty,  to  his  full-time  mis- 
tress. Juliette  Droueu  Her 
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Female  footstool,  or  poetess, 
Orientalist,  and  dever  lady 

platonic  passion  was  Richard 
Wagner,  whose  music  she 
championed  in  the  press:  he 
named  a yellow  chaise-longue 
after  her  and  told  her  she  was 
the  inspiration  for  Parsifal 

All  these  “Gods”  - and 
many  others  such  as  Flaubert 
and  Baudelaire  — figure  viv- 
idly in  her  only  recognized 
work,  the  three-volume  auto- 
biography, Le  Collier  des 
Jours.  Her  inevitable  status 
has  been  that  of  a female 
footnote,  or  footstool,  to  the 
history  of  French  Olympus. 

Joanna  Richardson  has 
transformed  ibis.  She  intro- 
duces us  to  an  extraordinary, 
very  learned  and  rather  myste- 
rious woman,  who  sought  and 
found  after  much  suffering  her 
professional  independence  in 
a tiny  villa,  perched  on  the 
Briuany  coast  at  Samt-EnogaL 
She  lived  and  worked  sur- 
rounded by  a menagerie  of 
animals  (dog,  tortoise,  lizard, 
and  blackbird  whistling  Wag- 
ner), her  final  substitute  for 
human  affections. 

As  a teenager,  Judith  stud- 
ied Mandarin  Chinese.  Her 
real  literary  work  consisted  of 
a whole  series  of  novels, 
stories,  plays,  and  poems, 
which  gave  brilliant  imagina- 
tive life  to  the  unknown 
culture  and  history  of  the  Far 
East  She  played  a significant 
pan  in  the  “OrieniaJism"  that 
revivified  French  writing, 
painting,  and  art  criticism. 
Her  novel.  Le  Dragon  Imperi- 
al[ with  its  warrior-poet  Ko- 
Li-Tsin.  was  deeply  admired 
by  Mallarme,  and  Flaubert 
considered  it  “one  of  the 
wonders  of  the  age".  The 
Goncourts  recorded  with  as- 
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tonishment  “the  sense  of  the 
Far  East  which  the  girl  dis- 
plays. the  divination  of  China, 
of  Japan,  of  India  under 
Alexander,  of  Rome  under 
Hadrian.”  One  thinks  of  Mar- 
garet Yourcenar. 

Her  collection  of  Chinese 
translations.  Le  Livre  du  Jade 
(1867,  expanded  1908),  which 
first  introduced  the  poet  Li-Po 
to  a French  readership,  had 
something  of  the  impact  of 
Arthur  WaJey’s  170  Chinese 
Poems  50  years  later  in  Eng- 
land. Indeed  I cannot  help 
wondering  if  they  influenced 
the  poetic  revolution  that  Ezra 
Pound  subsequently  achieved 
by  grafting  Chinese 
“imitations”  onto  Imagism. 

Pound’s  famous  two-liner 
in  the  Metro:  “The  apparition 
of  these  faces  in  the  crowd:/ 
Petals  on  a wet,  black 
bough”  — seems  very  close  in 
spirit  to  many  of  Judith's 
spare,  melancholy  renditions. 

All  this  was  achieved  at  the 
price  of  emotional  withdraw- 
al. After  the  collapse  of  her 
marriage  and  her  affairs,  Ju- 
dith became  a corpulent,  im- 
passive, Buddha-like  figure, 
living  with  a tiny  female 
companion,  Suzanne  Meyer- 
Zundel.  She  referred  to  herself 
mockingly  as  “the  reincarna- 
tion of  a Chinese  princess”, 


More  than  a 
female  footnote 


utterly  detached  from  contem- 
porary matters.  (The  White 
Elephant  of  her  children's 
story  comes  in  here:  it  lived 
peacefully  in  Siam). 

Her  brother-in-law,  the 
kindly  Emile  Bergerat,  said 
thoughtfully  that  “she  was  like 
Gerard  de  Nerval,  who  “was 
never  there”,  and.  when  you 
spoke  to  him  answered  from 
Constantinople,  Baghdad,  or 
India,  as  if  by  wireless  telegra- 
phy. At  evening  parties,  at  the 
theatre,  or  at  home,  Judith 
was  travelling  in  Asia.”  In  fact 
she  never  travelled  farther 
than  Algeria.  At  the  age  of  65 
she  was  elected  to  the 
Academie-Goncourt;  and  died 
in  Britanny  on  the  night  of  a 
wild  sea-storm,  in  1917.  Apart 
from  a doctoral  thesis  she  has 
been  forgotten  ever  since. 

Some  30  years  ago.  Joanna 
Richardson  published  a fine 
biography  of  Theophile  Gau- 
tier. which  has  been  too  long 
out  of  prim.  It  would  be  an  act 
of  justice,  in  every  way.  if 
these  two  touching  lives  — 
Gautier  pere  etfille — eventu- 
ally appeared  in  paperback 
together.  An  act  of  justice,  and 
of  reconciliation  perhaps.

This  is  the  most  daunting 
2nd  complex  Philip 
Roth  to  date.  It  is  also 
one  of  his  finest  indeed  it  is  a 
breath-taking  tour  deforce  of 
uil  wisdom,  ingenuity,  and 
sharpy-honed  malice. 

Roth  has  always  been  a 
writer  io  tease,  disturb,  shock, 
and  at  times  exasperate  his 
readers.  The  Counterlife  con- 
tains all  these  ingredients, 
presented  with  profound  ele- 
gance and  a wicked  sense  of 
the  barren  comedy  of  life. 

Once  again  the  centra)  char- 
acter is  Mr  Roth's  old  favour- 
ite. the  novelist  Nathan 
Zuckerman.  who  is  rapidly- 
becoming  one  of  the  truly 
great  characters  of  post-war 
American  fiction. 

Through  his  eyes,  cynical, 
wary,  even  weary  perhaps,  we 
are  presented  with  a series  of 
interlocking  lives,  digested, 
reassembled,  and  curiously- 
displayed  as  images  in  a 
distorting  mirror. 

It  is  impossible  to  relate  the 
story  line,  which  has  a com- 
plexity of  structure  and  daring 
of  plotting,  full  of  the  most 
staggering  (oops  and  somer- 
saults, which  only  a novelist  in 
the  full  maturity  of  his  consid- 
erable powers  could  produce 
with  such  perfection. 

The  narrative  switches, 
the  stunning  shocks  and 
surprises,  and  the  come- 
dy veering  from  the  robust  to 
the  mordant  give  the  book  a 
richness  of  texture,  which 
demands  the  closest  of  con- 
centration. but  yields  a con- 
stant bounty  of  pleasure  and 
intellectual  satisfaction. 

As  always  the  characteriza- 
tion and  dialogue  are 
masterful. 

I particularly  liked  the  Israe- 
li. Lippmann.  a self-centred 
leader  of  a Jewish  settlement, 
bitterly  cynical  and  robustly 
prejudiced 

“Don't  worry,”  he  says  of 
the  blacks,  “the  American  goy 
will  lei  them  loose  when  the 
time  is  ripe.  There  is  nothing 
the  American  goy  would  like 
belter  than  a Judenrein  Unit- . 
ed  States,  Fust  they  permit  the 
resentful  Wacks  to  take  all 
their  hatred  out  on  the  Jews, 
and  afterwards  they  take  care 
of  the  blacks.  And  without  the 
nosy  Jews  around  to  complain 
that  they  are  violating  black 
eivi)  rights.  Thus  will  come 
the  great  American  pogrom 
out  of  which  American  White 
purity  will  be  restored,” 

But,  of  course,  the  preju- 
dices and  cynicism  are  suf- 
fused throughout  with  Mr 
Roth's  sharp-forked  sense  of 
the  comic  elements  in  even 
the  most  mundane  or  tragic  of 
lives. 

This  is  what  gives  this  book 
its  unique  distinctiveness  and 
ultimate  distinction.

How  pleasant  it  is  to  wel- 
come Katharine  Hill’s  Ladies' 
Chain,  a first  novel  written 
with  rare  verve,  exuberance, 
and  accomplishment 
She  has  taken  the  classic 
ingredients  of  the  Gothic  nov- 
el — country  house,  mysieri- 
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ous  strangers,  shifting 
alliances,  ghostly  echoes,  and 
larger  than  life  adventures  — 
ana  updated  them  to  produce 
a tightly-written  novel  of  pow- 
er and  immediacy. 

A young  man.  deeply  dis- 
turbed by  the  loss  of  his  wife 
and  the  traumas  of  a serious 
accident  finds  himself  almost 
by  accident  in  a minor  stately 
home  in  the  West  Country.

Sister  Syria’s 
father  figure 


On  the  rairv-soaked  walls 
of  west  Beirut  these 
past  two  weeks,  sol- 
diers of  Syria's  85th 
army  brigade  have 
been  plastering  thousands  of  por- 
traits of  their  president.  Back  in 
1976,  when  the  Syrians  went  in 
without  telling  their  Soviet  allies, 
they  did  the  same;  but  in  those 
days  the  pictures  showed  a stem, 
unsmiling  face  with  dark  brown 
hair,  a leader  of  the  Arab  nation 
staring  defiantly  into  the  future. 
The  new  posters  show  a quite 
different  President  Assad.  White- 
haired  and  smiling,  he  is  now  the 
elder  statesman  rather  than  the 
guardian  of  the  Baath  party's 
corrective  revolution,  a father 
figure  gazing  beningly  upon  his 
people  — Lebanese  as  well  as 
Syrian. 

The  blue  and  pink  texts  that  are 
plastered  alongside  these  portraits 
announce  Assad's  intention  to 
guard  the  Lebanese  against  the 
gangsters  of  Beirut  And  the 
message  has  not  been  lost  on  the 
Lebanese.  At  the  American 
University's  alumni  dub  in  west 
Beirut  last  week,'  academics 
heaped  food  on  to  plates  and  trays 
to  give  to  the  Syrian  ‘spedal 
forces',  soldiers  who  were  standing 
duty  in  the  rain  outside.  'Sister 
Syria'  — for  so  Assad  believes  the 
Lebanese  should  regard  his  nation 
— had  come  of  age:  So,  in  one 
sense,  has  Assad  himself.  For  the 
man  in  those  street  portraits  is  a 
conservative,  traditional  man. 
And  he  is  also  growing  old. 

At  59,  Assad  is  now  among  the 
most  powerful  figures  in  the  Arab 
world,  grasping  for  the  laurels  of 
Lebanese  peace  and  for  the  fulfil- 
ment of  that  curious  and  constant 
desire  which  he  has  so  often 
expressed  in  private:  the  gratitude 
of  the  Christians  of  Lebanon.  This 
week.  President  Amin  Gemayel 
and  the  Christian  Maronite  com- 
mander of  the  Lebanese  army. 
General  Michel  Aoun,  were  mov- 
ing towards  acceptance  of  the 
latest  ‘pax  Syrians'.  It  would  be  a 
considerable  victory  for  the  man

HAFEZ  AL- ASSAD 

Syria’s  president 
once  more  holds  the 
slippery  key  to

In  one  sense,  the  first  descrip- 
tion is  wrong.  Good  luck  and 
God's  good  grace  have  saved  him 
from  counter-coups  and  a persis- 
tent heart  ailment.  Both  the 
Americans  and  the  Israelis  have 
written  Assad  off:  when  the  Israe- 
lis attacked  Lebanon  in  1982, 
destroying  Syria's  air  force  in  one 
terrible,  unforgettable  day;  or 
when  the  tanks  of  his  brother 
Rifaat's  private  army  appeared  on 
the  streets  of  Damascus,  Assad 
had  to  drive  into  his  own  capital  at 
the  wheel  of  his  own  limousine  to 
send  the  tank  crews  back  to 
barracks. 

Nothing,  however,  coaid  have 
equalled  his  performance  over  the 
past  nine  weeks.  At  the  new  year, 
Syria’s  fortunes  appeared  to  have 
reached  their  nadir;  Syria  was 
reviled  internationally  for  the 
incriminating  evidence  that  its 
security  agents  had  tried  to  blow 
tip  an  El  Al  airliner,  it  was  arguing 
with  its  Iranian  allies  ova-  the 
course  of  the  Gulf  war,  and  it  had 
been  humiliated  in  Beirut,  where 
its  500  soldiers  — relics  of  an 
earlier  'security  plan’  — were 
overwhelmed  by  the  militias. 
Within  days,  Assad  was  told  that 
the  threat  to  American  hostages  in 
Lebanon  was  now  so  grave  that 
the  Americans  were  about  to  stage 
a sea-borne  landing  in  Beirut 
Publicly,  the  Syrian  president 
dismissed  the  presence  of  an 


enlarged  US  sixth  fleet  in  the 
eastern  Mediterranean  as  typical 
American  sabre-rattling  Privately 
Assad  was  appalled.  Syrian  intelli- 
gence agents  in  Europe  were 
reporting  to  Damascus  that  the  US 
warnings  should  be  taken  seri- 
ously. In  one  European  city,  so  it  is 
said  in  Beirut,  American  agents 
actually  allowed  the  Syrians  to 
glance  at  a map  of  the  intended 
landing  zones. 

US  marines  were  to  storm 
ashore  at  Ramlet  d-Baida  (betide 
a long,  flat  beach  in  west  Beirut) 
while  American  paratroopers 
would  be  dropped  in  to  the  Bekaa 
Valley,  a few  miles  from  the 
Syrian  frontier.  Furthermore,  so 
the  Syrians  were  fold,  the  opera- 
tion would  be  carried  out  with  the 
active  participation  of  IsraeL 

Assad  acted  at  once.  He  called 
together  his  most  senior  military 
and  intelligence  officers:  General 
Mustafa  TTass.  the  defence  min- 
ister. Major  General  Hikmat 
Shehabi,  the  Syrian  army  chief  of 
staff,  General  Ali  Douba,  head  of 
the  civilian  Mukhabairat  intelli- 
gence service,  as  weD  as  General 
Ali  Haidar,  the  commander  of  the 
Syrian  special  forces  which  had 
bloodily  suppressed  the  revolt  in 
the  Syrian  city  of  Hama  in  1982. 
Haidar's  own  trusted  colleague. 
Brigadier  General  Ghazi  Kenaan 
— who  served  as  a lieutenant  in  the 
cruel  Hama  operation  — was 
already  in  Beirut 

Hass  and  Shehabi  argued  that 
Syria  dare  not  get  sucked  back  in 
to  the  mire  of  Lebanon.  Israel  was 
hoping  that  the  Syrians  would  do 
just  that . entangling  themselves 
again  in  the  internecine  disputes 
and  corruption  of  Beirut  Only  a 
limited  involvement,  enough  to 
show  the  Americans  that  they 
could  be  retied  on  to  restore  law 
and  order,  could  be  contemplated. 

Douba,  however,  fold  Assad 
that  Lebanon  was  now  in  total 
chaos  and  already  represented  a, 
grave  threat  to  Syria's  standing;' 
He  wanted  a full-scale  military 
advance  info  west  Beirut  A few 
months  earlier,  Assad  might  have 
followed  the  advice  of  the  tegular 
soldiers.  But  without  hesitation, 
he  now  decided  to  bad;  Douba. 


He  even  acceded  to  the 
demand  to  put  1,500  Syrian  plain 
clothes  intelligence  agmts — about 
half  the  secret  service  men  on 
active  duty  at  the  time — into  west 
Beirut.  It  was  a momentous 
decision  and  the  moment  it  was 
communicated  to  Washington, 
ships  of  the  sixth  fleet  stationed  off 
Lebanon  began  to  withdraw. 

Lebanese  Muslim  leaders  were 
summoned  to  Damascus  and 
persuaded  to  “request”  Syrian 
intervention  in  the  street  fighting 
that  had  now  broken  out  in  the 
city.  Then  the  Syrians,  who  had 
already  brought  armour  up  to  the 
mountain  town  of  Sofer,  simply 
drove  through  the  upper  QxHif 
foothills  and  info  west  Beirut 

What  may  have  clinched 
Assad's  seal  of  approval  for  the 
ruthlessness  of  the  Beirut  opera- 
tion was  the  humiliation  inflicted 
upon  19  Syrian  soldiers  who  were 


the  pro-Iranian

captured  by 
Hezbollah  (Party  of  God)  when 
the  battles  began  in  the  city.  Each 
Syrian  had  half  lids  hair  and  half 
his  moustache  shaved  off  by  the 
militiaman.  Iran  did  not  even 
condemn  the  act  When  the 
Syrians  subsequently  killed  23 
Hezbollah  members  in  Beirut, 
they  were  taking  tbeir  revenge. 

Far  more  serious  was 
Assad's  reaction  to 
revelations  that  his.  own 
security  apparatus  had, 
after  ail,  been  involved  in 
the  attempted  H Al  bombing, 
thwarted  at  Heathrow,  last  year. 
The  British  believed  that 
Mohamed  d-Khouly,  the  head  of 
air  force  intelligence,  was  behind 
the  sabotage  plan  and,  after  first 
vehemently  denying  any  Syrian 
culpability,  Assad  learned  that  a 
burden  of  guilt  did  after  all  lie 
upon  his  own  advisers. 


The  Israelis  suspect  that  el- 
Khouty  was  fired  by  Assad, 
though  In  Beirut  this  is  said  to  be 
wrong,  but  Assad  did  berate  his 
senior  intelligence  operatives  in 
an  unprecedented  display  of 
bitterness  and  anger.  A normally 
taciturn,  mild  man  — his  doctors 
believe  he - should  avoid  excite- 
ment — Assad  reportedly  banged 
his  fist  on  his  desk,  shouted  at  his 
intelligence  officers  and.  abused 
them  Tor  foiling  to  tell  him  whai 
they  were  doing.

Assad's  personal  involvement 
in  decision-making  and  policy  is 
the  key  to  his  present  leadership.

Welcome  to 
my  fan  club 

The  wisdom  of  President  Reagan  is  to  be 
preserved  in  a lavish  new  library  — if  his 
rich  guests  can  be  persuaded  to  contribute 


The  crisp  white  cap!  is 
simple,  but  the  words 
written  on  it  are  impres- 
sive: “The  President  of  the 
United  States  requests  the 
pleasure  of  the  company 
of . . Thousands  of  the 
cards  have  been  despatched 
since  the  beginning  of  the 
Reagan  regime,  but  none  has 
been  handled  more  discreetly 
than  the  luncheon  invitations 
sent  to  potential  donors  to  one 
of  the  president's  favourite 
charities:  the  Ronald  Reagan 
Presidential  Foundation. 

By  January  1989,  when  the 
Reagans  are  scheduled  to 
leave  the  White  House,  this 
foundation  hopes  to  have 
collected  580  million,  and  to 
have  spent  it  on  the  building 
of  the  Ronald  Reagan 
Presidential  Library  and  the 
Ronald  Reagan  Centre  for 
Public  Affairs,  in  California. 
The  invitations  to  these  spe- 
cial lunches  — which  neither 
the  foundation  nor  the  White 


House  is  keen  to  discuss  — are 
an  important  key  to  raising 
these  funds. 

Though  presidential  librar- 
ies have  become  traditional  in 
post-war  America,  Reagan's 
case  is  unusual:  one,  because 
of  the  enormous  sum  of 
money  being  sought  and, 
more  importantly,  because  the 
cash  is  being  aggressively 
solicited  before  the  end  of  his 
presidency  by  methods  which, 
according  to  some  of  the 
potential  donors  ap- 
proached, smack  of  political 
patronage.  While  using  the 
power  of  political  office  to 
raise  funds  is  common  and 
accepted  practice  in  Wash- 
ington, for  Reagan  to  solicit 
contributions  in  return  for 
political  favours  would  be 
lllegal. 

The  foundation  was  born  in 
early  1984.  with  little  fanfare, 
when  conservative  America 
was  congratulating  itself  that 
the  overwhelming  re-election

The  recollections  of  the 
luncheon  guests,  however, 
suggest  a less  inviolable  proce- 
dure. In  batches  of  30  at  a time 
— investment  bankers, 
publishers  and  car  dealers  are 


all  thrown  together,  with  only , 
their  enormous  wealth  in 
common  — they  arrive  an- 
boor  before  the  meal  to  watch 
an  introductory  film  in  the 
White  House  auditorium. 
Then,  armed  with  an  elabo- 
rate information-kit.  describ- 
ing the  foundation,  they  are 
escorted  upstairs  to  the  ornate 
state  dining-room. 

Inevitably,  the  chosen  few 
are  immediately  overawed: 
“The  service  is  so  special  and 
one  is  so  close  to  the 
president,”  a visitor  recalls. 
“It’s  like  being  with  the  Queen 
at  Buckingham  Palace.” 

“The  president  welcomed 
us.”  another  remembers,  “and 
said  bow  glad  be  was  of 
everyone's  interest  in  the  li- 
brary and  the  need  for 
contributions.  Wouldn’t  you 
give  if  you  had  that 
treatment?”  Some  days  after 
the  lunch,  in  a strange  reversal 
of  etiquette,  selected  guests 
who  have  not  made  immedi- 


- ate  pledges  are  even  tele- 
phoned by  the  president  or  his 
wife  and  thanked  fixe  attending 
the  lunch. 

The  result  is  that  about  $10 
million  has  already  been 
pledged,  and  Jones  expects  the 
building  of  the  library  to  begin 
“within  a few  months”.  The 
library  and  the  centre  will  cost 
$30  million  each.  The  land  for 
the  centre  will  cost  $20  mil- 
lion, while  the  library  site  at 
Stanford  University,  also  val- 
ued at  $20  million,  has  been 
donated.The  design  of  the 
library  is  “exactly  to  Mrs 
Reagan's  taste”,  according  to 
Jones.  • 

A lowjevel  building with 
a red  day  tile  roof,  it  is 
intended  fo  be  the 
repository  of  all  the  presiden- 
tial papers,  films,  videotapes 
and  memorabilia  but  with  aO 
the  facilities  and  comforts  of  a 
luxury  botd.  • • ■ ■ • 

The  library  win  become,  in 
the  foundation's  view,  as 
much  a place  of  homage  as  of 
study.  Sharing  its -20-acre  site 
and  adding  to  the  grand 
atmosphere  will  be  two 
residential  suites  for  the  use  of 
visiting  “heads  of  state”  and 
20  apartments,  to  bouse 
“distinguished  guests". 

Undoubtedly  some  of  the 
most  popular  documents  in 
the  library  will  be  those  re- 
lated to  its  funding.

When  he  opens  the  ffists 
Mill  Wrought  Iron  works 
tomorrow, . the  ' Prince  of 
Wales  is  unlikely  to  reflect  on 
the  “unacceptable  noise”  of 
die  peal  of  . bells  : at  his 
wedding:  like  the  rest  of  as,  he 
probably  didn't  notice. 

Jim  Phillips,  secretary  iff 
the  St  Paid's  Cathedral  GniM 
of  Ringers,  » among  the  few 
who  did.  He  hopes  that  the 
works,  part  of  tbe  IrOnbridge 
Gorge  Museum,  will  restore 
the  “song”  to  his  12-peal 
bells  of  St  Paul's  CafeedraL 
B lists  Mill,  the  world's 
only  wrought-iroa  works,  al- 
ready has  other  commissions 

— for  example,  the  steering 
gear  for  the  restored  SS  Great 
Britain  and  tire  railings  out- 
side the  House  of  Commons. 

But  at  the  top  of  the  joMist 
are  dappers. 

For  at  least  400  years  bells' 
have  been  made  of  bell  metal 

— 77  per  cent  copper,  23  per 
cent  tin  — and  their  flappers 
of  .wrought  iron.  The  trouble 
is  that  since  the  last  wroagfct- 
hoB  works  dosed  in  1973  the 
best  dapper  available  has 
been  made  of  spheroidal 
graphite  cast  steel,  or  SG. 

“The  wrooght-iron  dapper 
will  hit  the  bell  and  bounce 
and  bounce  again,  making  the 
beO  sung,"  Phillips  says.  “A 
cast-steel  dapper  wfll  Jnst  hit 
the  bell  and  stay  feme,  mak- 
ing a dead  sound,  and  it’s 
completely  unacceptable  to 


ringers.  Ifs  like  a damper  on 
a piano  key.”  •; 

The  century-old  wrooght- 
iron  dappers  at  St  PanTr 
have  deteriorated  until  tbey; 
cannot  be  repaired  any' 
At  fee  1981  royaL 
j,  two  SG  dappers- 
had  to  be  called  info  duty  at 
the  last  minute.  “We  hoped . 
no  one  woald  notice,  but  fee 
ringers  complained.” 

Hie  new  works  wfll  not 
make  a great  deal  of  money 
for  fee  rnnsemn,  but  should 
provide  about  15  jobs  and 
cover  costs.  They  were  baflt

MEDICAL  BRIEFING 


This  week  the  Goveroment  abolished  its  one 
source  of  independent  advice  on  food  and 


health  — yet  the  British  diet  is  the  worst  in  the 
developed  world  Geoffrey  Cannon  explains  the 
confusing  politics  of  food,  and  calls  for  refonn 


The  Lancet  thundered  last 
August:  “Britain  needs  a 
food  and  health  policy. 
The  Government  must 
faoe  its  duty."  Earlier  in 
the  year  the  British  Medical  Associ- 
ation. in  its  report  “Diet,  Nutrition 
and  Health",  had  said  there;  was  “an 
urgent  need"  for  a national  policy 
on  food  and  health,  pointing  out 
that  “the  present  operation  of  the 
Common  Agricultural  Policy  in 
relation  to  dairy  products  and  sugar 
is  directly  opposed  to  the  dietary 
objectives  that  the  United  Kingdom 
should  be  aiming  for". 

So  what  is  this  . Government 
doing  about  food  and  public  health? 
National  nutrition  education  was 
one  of  the  jobs  of  the  Health 
Education  Council  (HEC),  funded 
by  the  Department  of  Health 
(DHSS)  but  supposed  to  be  reason- 
ably independent  of  government  In 
the  1980s  the  HEC  infuriated  the 
Ministry  of  Agriculture,  Fisheries 
and  Food  (MAFF)  by  advising  us  all 
to  eat  less  fat,  sugar  and  salt 
In  the  summer  of  1984  the  DHSS 
set  up  a special  Joint  Advisory 
Committee  on  Nutrition  Education 
(JACNE)  to  translate  medical  ad- 
vice on  food  and  health.  - into 
everyday  laaguage.  A year  later. 
JACNE  also  infuriated  MAFF  and 
the  food  manufacturers  by  produc- 
ing a booklet  advising  us  all  in  plain 
language  to  eat  less  fat 
So  last  November  Mr  Fowler 
decided  to  abolish  the  HEC  without 
any  wanting  to  its  director-general. 
Dr  David  Player.  And  on  Monday, 
Mr  -Fowler  decided  to  disband 
JACNE,  again  without  warning  its 
chairman.  Dr  John  Garrow.  Both- 
bodies  will  cease  to  function  this 
month,  to  be  replaced  by  a new 
health  education  authority,  directly 
controlled  by  the  Government. 

“The  merit  of  JACNE  was  that  it 
represented  a fair  range  of 
opinion.”  Dr  Garrow  told  me.  “The 
majority  of  its  members  were  not 
connected  with  government  or  the 


food  industry.  We  could  make 
mistakes,  bat  do  so  honestly.” . 

What  of  the  future,  now  that 
advice  will  come  direct  from  gov- 
ernment? The  giant  food  manufac- 
turers, represented  by  the  Food  & 
Drink  Federation  (FDF)  are  deter- 
mined to  maintain  their-supply  of 
highly-processed,  cheapened  prod- 
ucts, which  depend  on  fats,  sugars. 
ami  chemical  additives. 

It  is  now  demonstrated  beyond 
any  reasonable  doubt  that  saturated 
frits  and  added  sugars,  consumed  in 
the  quantity  typical  in  Britain,  are 
harmful  to  health.  But  the  signs  are 
that  this  Government,  embarrassed 
by  the  Euroglut  of  frits  and  sugars, 
would,  if  anything,  like  to  see  more 
of  them  eaten. 

Take  sugar:  Britain  has  no  policy 
on  sugars  and  health,  because  any 
such  policy  depends  on  government 
acceptance  of  a relevant  report  of 
the  Committee  on  Medical  Aspects 
of  Food  Policy  (COMA),  the  central 
DHSS  expert  advisory  body.  Last 
summer  the  DHSS  agreed  to 
commission  a COMA  report  on 
sugars  and.health.  In  December  the 
chairman  of  the  committee  was 
announced:  Professor  Harry  Keen 
of  Guys  HospitaL 

Professor  Keep  is  an  authority  on 
diabetes  who  believes  that  sugars 
have  no  special  role  in  obesity  or 
diabetes.  He  has  said  as  much  at 
meetings  organized  by  the  Sugar 
Bureau.  Over  the  years,  some  of  his 
research  has  been  funded  by  the 
international  Sugar  Research 
Foundation,  the  Sugar  Bureau,  and 
most  notably  by  the  Wodd  Sugar 
Research  Organization. 

Or  take  fits:  the  main  COMA 
committee  is  a body  of  experts  who 
monitor  the  health  effects  of  na- 
tional food  policy  as  decided  by  the 
MAFF.  In  the  last  year,  four  new 
members  of  COMA  have  been 
appointed.  One  is  Professor  Mi- 
chael Gurr,  now  employed  by  the 
Milk  Marketing  Board;  another  is 
Professor  Don  Naismith,  who  has 


been  a paid  adviser  to  the  Snack, 
Nut  and  Crisp  Manufacturers 
Association  (SNACMA).  He  be- 
lieves that  crisps  are  an  ideal  snack. 

An  this  is  no  disrespect  to 
Professors  Keen,  Gurr 
and  Naismith.  The  ques- 
tion of  their  personal 
integrity  does  not  arise. 
They  are  entitled  to  their  views. 
And  their  appointments  should  be 
put  in  perspective.  Eight  COMA 
committees  reported  between  1974 
and  1986;  of  the  123  seals  on  these 
committees,  71  were  occupied  by 
men  (it's  almost  always  men)  with 
industry  or  government  links.  If 
membership  of  the  food  industry- 
funded  British  Nutrition  Founda- 
tion (BNF)  committees  is  counted 
as  a link,  this  rises  to  89  ont  of  123. 

Or  take  food  policy  as  a whole. 
This  is  monitored  by  the  Food 
Advisory  Committee  (FAQ,  the 
central  MAFF  expert  advisory 
body.  In  November  J986  the  FAC 
was  enlarged.  The  “new,  improved” 
committee  of  15  includes  seven 


industry  employees:  four  from  the 
food  giants  (Cadbury  Schweppes. 
Heinz,  Redan  and  Cohnan,  and 
Unilever);  a food  technologist,  a 
retailer  (Tesco)  and  an  advertising 
agent.  Again,  this  balance  is  nothing 
new. 

What  this  means  is  that  the 
official  reports  on  food  and  health 
in  Britain  are  effectively  in- 
struments of  government  True, 
scientists  on  these  committees  do 
not  rhangp  their  views  to  suit  the 
government  of  the  day,  any  more 
than  scientists  who  are  funded  by 
food  manufacturers  change  their 
views  to  suit  ibe  industry.  But  they 
are  usually  men  who  see  no  conflict 
between  the  interests  of  gov- 
ernment, science  and  industry  - or, 
come  to  that,  the  consumer. 

The  work  of  DHSS  and  MAFF 
advisory  committees  is  covered  by 
the  Official  Secrets  Act.  and  mem- 
bers of  the  main  COMA  committee 
and  the  FAC  sign  the  AcL  Any 
report  whose  recommendations  are 
uncomfortable  to  government  and 
industry  is  usually  rewritten,  sup- 


pressed or  ignored.  This  scandal  has 
been  overlooked  by  Parliament:  the 
MPs  who  know  bow  national  food 
policy  is  made  are  often  themselves 
advisers  to  the  food  industry. 

The  evidence  is  that  British 
national  food  and  health  policy  is 
controlled  by  civil  servants,  work- 
ing in  harmony  with  the  giant  food 
manufacturers.  Food  and  health  in 
Britain  will  remain  the  worst  in  the 
developed  world,  until  a gov- 
ernment commits  itself  to  the 
transformation  of  the  food  supply. 

Two  steps  could  be  taken  im- 
mediately: the  all-party  Par- 
liamentary Select  Committee  on 
Agriculture  should  change  its  name 
and,  as  the  Select  Committee  on 
Food,  conduct  a public  inquiry  into 
British  food  policy.  And  a Register 
of  Advisers'  Interests  (similar  to  the 
Register  of  MPs'  Interests)  should 
be  published  annually.

Children 
at  risk 

When  a mo- 
ther pvt  her 
two-year-old 
child  to  bed 
one  night,  be 
seemed  fit  and 
well;  hot  the 
next  morning,  when  she  went 
towake  him,  be  was  obviously 
111  so  she  took  him  to  a doctor, 
who  immediately  recognized 
that  he  was  dealing  with  a 
case  of  bacterial  meningitis; 
the  child  was  takes  to  hos- 
pital. but  died  within  a couple 
of  hoars.  This  story  illus- 
trates that  it  is  not  possible  to 
rely  on  the  usual  signs  and 
symptoms  of  meningitis: 
headache,  unexplained  vomit- 
ing,, rash,  dislike  of  light  and 
neck  stiffness.  Traditionally 
neck  stiffness  (pain  and  dis- 
comfort when  the  head  is 
flexed  forward  onto  the 
chest),  is  the  hallmark  of 
meningitis,  but  the  diagnostic 
catch  is  that  it  is  often  absent 
in  young  children,  and  even 
when  present  difficult  to 
elicit. 

The  current  meningoccal 
meningitis  epidemic  was  ini- 
tially centred  on  Strand;  but 
thk  area  is  now  fifth  in  the 
league  table;  Richmond  in 
North  Yorkshire  leads  the 
field,  followed  by  Worcester, 
Rugby  and  Darlington;  young 
adults  between  the  ages  of  15 
and  24  are  most  at  risk. 

Previous  criticism  of  the 
Government's  measures  to 
combat  the  epidemic  have 
been  based  on  very  natural 
anxiety  rather  than  science, 
but  recently  Professor  Alan 
Percivai  of  the  University  of 
Manchester  has  handled  an 
attack  on  the  refusal  of  the 
Committee  on  Safety  of 
Medicine  to  sanction  the  use 
of  dprofbudn,  one  of  the  new 
4-quinolone  antimicrobals 
which  is  effective  against 
meningitis.  The  reluctance  to 
allow  the  prescription  of  4- 
qtrinolones  to  growing  chil- 
dren and  adolescents  follows 
work  done  with  beagle  pop- 
pies. * 

Research  has  shown  that 
when  large  doses  were  given 
to  poppies  they  developed 


inflamation  in  the  joint  carti- 
lage; but  as  Professor  Per- 
civai points  out,  there  is  no 
evidence  that  large  doses,  let 
alone  therapentic  ones,  will 
cause  similar  troubles  in  chil- 
dren. Meanwhile  the  epi- 
demic is  unrestrained. 

Clinic  news 

The  queues  in 
geniio-urinary 
clinics  are 
growing  long- 
following 
Govern- 
ment’s cam- 
paign to  change  the  nation’s 
sexual  habits.  The  incidence 
of  Hepatitis  B,  a form  of 
hepatitis  common  in  this 
country,  among  homosexuals, 
drug  addicts  and  hospital 
staff,  has  fallen  dram  ati  cal  ly. 
Doctors  at  the  Public  Health 
Laboratory  Service  report 
that  2,000  cases  were  re- 
ported in  1 984  and  only  1 ,300 
last  year.  Similar  trends  have 
been  noticed  in  relation  to 
syphilis  and  gonorrhoea. 

No  smoke. . . 

Previous  re- 
search has 
shown  that 
smokers  of 
low  tar  ciga- 
rettes com- 
pensate for 
the  loner  level  of  tar  by 
smoking  more  cigarettes,  or 
by  smoking  the  same  number 
more  vigorously,  but  it  has 
always  been  assumed  that 
their  cancer-producing  poten- 
tial would  be  less.  A report  in 
Hospital  Doctor  of  a study 
carried  oot  at  the  University 
Medical  Center  in  Essen 
shows  that  smoking  five 
“safe”  cigarettes  produced 
nearly  twice  as  much  muta- 
genic activity  (cancer-giving 
activity)  as  smoking  five  of 
one  of  the  strongest  commer- 
cial brands. 

The  authors  conclude  that 
the  only  true  test  of  the 
effectiveness  of  low  tar  ciga- 
rettes in  reducing  cancer  of 
the  lung  will  be  epidemiologi- 
cal studies  which  will  take 
many  years  to  complete.

Mandela 

In  a move  sure  to  outrage  Marxist 
members  of  the  African  National 
Congress,  Winnie  Mandela  has 
just  penned  a glowing  foreword  to 
a book  produced  by  the  head  of 
the  South  African  equivalent  of 
the  Adam  Smith  Instutute.  In 
After  Apartheid !r  The  Solution , 
Leon  Louw  of  the  Free  Market 
Foundation,  and  his  wife  Frances 
Kendall,  argue  that  free-market 
libertarianism  is  the  key  to  racial 
equality  and  suggest  that  blacks 
want  constitutional  reform  rather 
than  revolution.  The  book,  a 
bestseller  among  South  African 
whites  last  year,  has  been  widely 
praised  among  moderate  poli- 
ticians, including  the  anti-ANC 
Zulu  leader.  Chief  Butheiezi.  In 
her  foreword  for  the  European 
publication  of  the  book  in  Sweden 
this  month,  Mrs  Mandela  calls  it 
“an  extraordinary  and  long  over- 
due challenge  to  South  Africa”. 
Few  among  the  ANC  national 
executive  are  likely  to  agree  with 
their  follow  member’s  claim  that 
“here  lies  some  of  the  efforts  of  the 
African  National  Congress”  — 
least  of  all  Joe  Slovo,  leader  of  the 
South  African  Communist  Party. 

Home  and  dry 

Such  is  the  confidence  of  Mrs 
Thatcher's  closest  supporters  that 
they  are  beginning  to  consider  the 
composition  of  her  post-election 
Cabinet.  They  are  pressing  for  the 
return  of  Cecil  Parkinson,  possibly 
in  his  old  job  at  Trade  and 
Industry,  and  a massacre  of  extant 
wets.  Down  for  the  chop  are  Peter 
Walker,  whose  recent  voluble 
support  for  the  ' Government's 
economic  policies  are  seen  as 
recognition  of  his  vulnerability, 
and  Michael  Jopling,  the  much- 
maligned  Minister  of  Agriculture. 
Environment  Secretary  Nicholas 
Ridley  is  now  emerging  as  the 
right's  candidate  for  the  Chan- 
cellorship to  replace  Nigel 
Lawson,  ear-marked  for  the  For- 
eign Office.

.would  in.  turn  be  demoted  to  fill 
Walker's  energy  job.  Or  so  the 
grand  scheme  goes.

■straggling  with  the  ancient  lays  for 
the  compulsory  first-year  exams. 
But  Mitchell,  who  teaches  at  St 
Edmund  Hall,  says  he  is  sad  to  see 
the  end  of  books  whose  author 
supposedly  provided  Shaw  with 
the  model  for  Professor  Higgins. 
He  woes  aegether  nun  ntaeg  and 
min  filaford  (he  was  both  my 
kinsman  and  my  lord),  as  the 
Anglo-Saxon  tribute  to  the  dead 
king  went.  PHS 


It  seems  virtually  certain  that 
Chartes  Haughey,  with  the  sup- 
port of  a few  independents,  will 
become  Taoiseach  on  March  10: 
What  is  likely  to  happen  then? 

Haughey  does  not  want  to 
appear  as  the  saviour  of  the  Ulster 
Protestants,  and  be  denounced  by 
the  SDLP.  so  he  is  not  likely  to  ' 
abrogate  the  Anglo-Irish  agree- 
ment But  he  is  fikely  to  act  in  such 
a way  as  to  jam  the  agreement  de 
facto  and  make  it  fall  into  disuse 
and  discredit  He  will  refuse 
extradition  and,  at  the  least,  will 
pointedly  refrain  from  endorsing 
the  appeal  by  Peter  Barry.  Fine 
Gael's  Foreign  Minister,  for  sup- 
port for  the  RUC  At  the  same 
time,  he  will  press  for  the  abolition 
of  the  Diplock  Courts  and  the 
Ulster  Defence  Regiment,  and  will 
react  sharply  to  every  complaint 
by  Catholics  against  the  security 
forces. 

Above  all,  Haughey  will  make  it 
clear  that  the  Anglo-Irish  agree- 
ment, as  interpreted  by  him, 
involves  no  abandonment  of 
“Ireland's  right  to  unity”,  and 
therefore  no  concession  whatever 
to  the  Unionist  position. 

The  British  Government,  sup- 
ported by  the  press,  has  been 
trying  to  woo  moderate  Protestant 
opinion  by  suggesting  that  Arti- 
cle 1 of  the  agreement  contains 
some  tremendous  and  unprece- 
dented concession,  by  the  repub- 
lic, to  Unionist  ideas  and  feelings. 
Misrepresentation  on  that  score 
has  gone  to  great  lengths,  even  in 
the  most  reputable  quarters.  Thus 
The  Economist  claimed  last 
December  2 that  the  agreement 
“ includes  a renunciation  by  the 
south  of  its  claims  to  Ulster,  claims 
which  are  still  enshrined  in  the 
republic's  constitution”  [my  Ital- 
ics]. 

Haughey's  government  will  give 
short  shrift  to  that  alleged 
renunciation”,  which  Garret 
FitzGerald's  government  indeed 
could  not  legally  have  made 
without  constitutional  amend- 
ments. The  Anglo-Irish  agree-

ment,  as  interpreted  by  Haughey, 
is  likely  to  prove  unworkable,  and. 
a clear  liability  to  the  British 
administration  in  Northern  Ire- 
land. So  I think  the  agreement  is 
headed  for  a breakdown.  Person- 
ally I do  not  regret  that,  though 
most  people  would. 

Haughey  always  refers  to  North- 
ern Ireland  as  “a  non-viable 
entity”.  But  in  feet  it  is  likely  to  get 
more  viable  through  the  assuaging 
of  Unionist  feelings,  as  an  un- 
intended and  unwanted  con- 
sequence of  Haughey's  return  to 
power  in  the  republic. 

What  of  Anglo-Irish  relations  in 
general,  as  distinct  from  the 
specifics  of  the  agreement?  Any 
Dublin  government,  in  its  own 
i merest,  will  want  to  keep  rela- 
tions with  London  reasonably 
sweet  That  role  held  good  for 
Haughey's  two  previous  admin- 
istrations. with  the  brief  exception 
of  the  Falklands  episode.  It  would 
hold  good  for  any  future  one.  too, 
were  it  not  for  the  fact  that  the 
crumbling  poSt-Haughey  Anglo- 
Irish  agreement  is  likely  to  play 
the  devil  with  the  whole  fabric  of 
Anglo-Irish  relations. 

After  March  10,  Haughey  will 
find  himself  plunged  into  sharing 
responsibility  — through  institu- 
tionalized consul  ta lory  mecha- 
nisms — with  Britain  over 
Northern  Ireland.  Both  by  politi- 
cal philosophy  and  temperament 
Haughey  is  utterly  unfitted  to 
share  responsibility  in  such  a way. 


His  partners  after  all  — partners  by 
courtesy  of  the  delated  Fitz- 
Gerald — will  be  people  who  have 
no  right  at  all,  in  his  philosophy,  to 
be  in  the  territory  over  which  this 
consultative  partnership  has  been 
established. 

In  terms  of  the  Irish  republican 
creed  dear  to  Haughey  and  even 
more  dear  to  Neil  Blaney,  the 
independent  Euro-MP  on  whom 
Haughey  may  depend  for  his 
political  survival  Haughey  will 
find  himself  in  partnership  with 
the  foreign  forces  of  occupation  in 
the  Six  Counties. 

Cast  in  that  most  distasteful 
role,  Haughey  will  have  no  alter- 
native but  to  conduct  his  side  of 
the  partnership  in  a strictly  ad- 
versarial spirit,  blaming  the  Brit- 
ish for  anything  that  goes  wrong  in 
Northern  Ireland,  from  a nation- 
alist and  Catholic  point  of  view. 

After  some  experience  of  this, 
the  British  Government  is  likely 
to  start  putting  the  blame  on 
Haughey  for  making  the  Anglo- 
Irish  agreement  unworkable.  The 
opposition  in  the  Dail  will  be 
going  on  about  that  too.  and 
Haughey,  confronting  that  opp- 
osition. will  have  no  option  but  to 
pile  even  more  blame  on  Britain. 
And  so  on.  ';  ‘ • • * V* 

I believe  that  Haughey,  en- 
tangled in  the  agreement  and 
thrashing  around  in  it,  could 
eventually  bring  Anglo-Irish  rela- 
tions to  a worse  condition  than 


anything  experienced  since  the 
end  of  the  Second  World  War. 

It  may  not  get  that  bad,  because 
this  government  may  not  last  long 
enough  to-do  .all  that  much 
damage.  At -present,  most  com- 
mentators give  it  no  more  than 
two  years.  StiO,  I fear  that  some 
damage  could  be  done  within  that 
time.  It  might  be  a good  idea  to  act 
on  the  recent  suggestion  of  Meriyn 
Rees,  the  one-tune  Northern  Ire- 
land minister,  and  “freeze  the 
agreement”  That  would  lessen  the 
friction  with  Haughey. 

As  regards  the  internal  affairs  of 
the  republic,  Haughey  feces  some 
singularly  uninviting  prospects. 
Economic  conditions  require  a 
tough  budget  with  severe  spending 
cuts.  Haughey  can  carry  such  a 
budget,  with  the  support  of  Fine 
Gael  and  probably  the  Progressive 
Democrats.  But  such  a budget 
with  such  support  would  alienate 
the  smaller  groups  to  the  left  in  the 
Dail  and  lose  Fianna  Fail  support 
in  the  country.  FitzGerald  would 
be  seen  as  the,  honest  man  who 
tok)  the  country  the  painful  truth 
and  paid  the  price;  Haughey  as  the 
man  who  prevaricated. 

Nice  stuff  for  the  opposition  in 
any  by-election  that  may  be  going. 

In  these  conditions,  I don't  see 
this  government  lasting  as  long  as 
two  years.  And  I Jo  see  a Fine 
Gael-PD  coalition  as  likely  win- 
ners of  the  ensuing  election.  In 
that  event,  I think  Fianna  Fiil  will 
at  last  summon  up  the  courage  to 
get  rid  of  its  political  incubus, 
Charles  J Haughey. 

Economically,  the  outlook  re- 
mains grim.  But  as  regards  the 
political  life  of  the  republic  the 
horizon  looks  distinctly  brighter. 
Those  citizens  whose  votes  denied 
Haughey  his  overall  majority  did 
so  bemuse  they  feared  the  advent 
todurable  power  in  the  republic  of 
• an  authoritarian  personality  in 
total  control  of  a monolithic  party. 

I came  back  from  America  to 
■vote  in  Dublin  North-East  so  as  to 
be  counted  among  those  citizens, 
and  I am  glad  I did. 


Correlli  Barnett  shows  that  industrial  Technik  was  ever  our  weakness 


The  current  inquests  into  the  stale 
of  British  research  and  develop- 
ment, especially  “technology  tran- 
sfer” from  original  invention  into 
series  production  of  new  devices, 
draw  attention  to  an  apparent 
paradox.  How  could  Britain, 
which  invented  radar,  developed 
all-weather  target-finding  equip- 
ment for  Bomber  Command,  and 
built  the  first  com  puter  in  order  to 
crack  the  German  Enigma  ciphers, 
fail  to  create  and  exploit,  like 
Japan,  a world  consumer  electron- 
ics market,  or,  like  America,  a 
world  electronic  business-systems 
market,  and  instead  dock  up  a 
deficit  last  year  of  £2  billion  in 
information  technology? 

The  truth,  in  feet,  is  that  the 
widespread  belief  in  Britain's 
high-technology  leadership  during 
the  Second  World  War  is  a fallacy, 
and  especially  in  tfte  field  of 
electronics.  Documents  filed  at 
the  time  by  the  Cabinet  and  war 
production  ministries  make  dear 
that  the  characteristic  British 
weaknesses  in  R and  D today, 
especially  in  “technology 
transfer”,  were  throttiingly  present 
in  wartime.  There  was  a gulf  then, 
as  now.  between  the  relatively  few 
world-class  sdentists  in  the 
universities  and  government  re- 
search establishments,  and  the 
quality  of  (he  technological  and 
industrial  base. 

There  is  no  question  that  be- 
tween I93S  and  1943  British 
original  research  in  radar  and 
other  electronic  devices  was  bril- 
liant. At  the  Bawdsey  Research 
Establishment  in  Suffolk,  fewer 
than  a dozen  sdentists  from  the 
Department  of  Scientific  and 
Industrial  Research  led  by  Sir 
Robert  Watson  Watt  evolved  the 
design  for  the  Chain  Home  sta- 
tions that  enabled  Fighter  Com- 
mand to  win  the  Battle  of  Britain. 
Watson's  team,  tike  other  teams  in 
the  Admiralty  and  War  Office 
'research  centres,  were  intimately 
linked  with  university  sdence  to 
contribute  towards  the  develop- 
ment of  the  first  operational 
radars  and  the  later  short-wave  10 
and  3cm  radars  that  proved  the 
key  to  detecting  and  sinking  U- 
boats  in  the  Atlantic. 

Yet  when  the  Telecommunica- 
tions Research  Establishment 
(TRE)  was  set  up  at  Malvern  as 
the  power  source  and  control 
centre  for  wartime  electronic  re- 
search and  development.  Cam- 
bridge's Cavendish  Laboratory 
had  to  be  robbed  of  much  of  its 
staff  to  man  iL  a demonstration 
that  the  nation's  pool  of  top 
scientists  was  too  small. 

By  October  1 943  the  shortage  of 
competent  researchers  in  the  field 
of  radar  meant  that  much  radar 
research  had  to  be  taken  over  by 
America.  Thus  Britain's  leader- 
ship in  original  radar  discovery 
was  already  waning  because  its

resources  even  in  pure  science 
were  too  narrow. 

But  the  wartime  problem  with 
electronics  lay  in  development 
and  production.  The  Mark  III 
Identification  Friend  or  Foe  radar 
originated  as  an  idea  in  1939.  It 
was  almost  ready  for  series 
production  by  the  end  of  1 94 1 , but 
a year  later  was  still  incomplete 
due  to  delays  in  production  of 
vital  components.  In  1942  laxge- 
scale  production  of  the  H2S  target- 
finding  device  for  Bomber 
Command  was  similarly  delayed, 
as  wa f the  improved  version  in 
1943-44.  forcing  Bomber  Com- 
mand to  rely  on  a supply  of  hand- 
built  equipmenL 

The  Mark  VIII  Airborne  Inter- 
ception radar  for  night  fighters 
was  bottlenecked  in  1942  for  want 
of  magnets  and  . magnetrons.  And 
as  late  as  April  1944  Watson  Watt 
was  submitting  a blistering 
memorandum  to  the  Ministry  of 
Production  about  late  delivery  of 
various  types  of  radars  for  all  three 
services,  and  listing  the  grievous 
operational  consequences.  It  was, 
he  added,  the  same  thing  with 
light  weight  portable  radios  for  the 
Army  and  VHF  radio-telephone 
kit  for  Bomber  Command. 


The  reason  for  these  delays  in 
technology  transfer  was  the  inad- 
equacy of  the  human  and  tech- 
nological resources  of  the  British 
electronics  and  precision  en- 
gineering industries.  Before  the 
war  die  British  radio  industry  had 
been  a world  backwater  compared 
with  the  German  or  American, 
mostly  assembling  simple  radios, 
often  from  imported  components. 
Its  technical  and  production  staff 
were  of  the  traditional  British 
pattern:  self-taught  practical  men 
who  had  begun  on  the  shop-floor. 

The  industry's  development 
and  model-shop  personnel  who 
had  to  cany  TRFs  designs 
through  the  prototype  stage  into 
series  output  were  fer  from- being 
university  or  technical  college 
trained,  as  they  were  in  Germany 
or  America.  Production  manage- 
ment likewise  lacked  buaness 
studies  qualifications. 

The  scarcity  of  skills  in  the 
electronics  industry  was 
sharpened  by  the  mobilization  of 
.so  much  available  talent  into 
government  research  establish- 
ments. Professor  Sir  Henry  Tizard 
reported  in  May  1942  that  there 
were  2.500  radio  engineers  in 
government  employ,  against  864 


in  the  industry  itself.  In  February 
1943  there  were  541  research 
workers  in  government  centres, 
against  236  in  the  entire  radio 
industry,  while  on  basic  research 
the  staff  at  TRE  numbered  34, 
against  15  in  all  the  radio  firms.  By 
comparison,  in  1944  there  were 

4.000  personnel  in  the  radiation 
laboratory  at  the  Massachesetts 
Institute  of  Technology  alone. 

As  a result  of  these  short- 
comings Britain  depended  on 
huge' imports  of  American  val  ves 
and  components  for  every  aspect 
of  wartime  electronic  production; 
magnetrons,  • capacitors,  min- 
iaturized valves  for  lightweight 
radios,  specialized  machine-tools. 

Thus  Britain  emerged  from  the 
war  ill-equipped  to  conquer  world 
electronics  markets.  The  continu- 
ation since  1945  of  the  wartime 
pattern  of  concentrating  scarce 
talent  and  resources  into  defence 
establishments  and  defence  pur- 
poses has  acted  as  a further 
handicap. 

Yet  the  wartime  skills  shortages 
only  reflect  like  those  today,  the 
deeper  deficiencies  of  the  British 
education  and  tranting  system. 
The  brilliant  university  scientists 
had  too  tittle  understanding  of  the 
production  problem  involved  in 
their  designs;  for  example,  Watson 
Watt's  original  team  at  Bawdsey 
included  not  one  engineer.  But  in 
any  case  British  education  had 
long  emphasized  the  up-market 
academic  activities  of  pure  sci- 
ence, to  the  neglect  of  what  the 
Germans  call  Technik;  it  was  in 
Technik  that  Britain  proved  in- 
ferior to  Germany  and  the  US 
during  the  last  war — in  dectronics 
as  in  other  fields. 

In  -1937  Germany  turned  out 
more  than  1,900  graduate  en- 
gineers for  a population  -then  half' 
as  large  again  as  Britain's,  against 
our  700;  to  say  nothing  of  the 

2.000  .highly  trained  engineers 
produced  by  Germany’s  engineer 
schools.  In  the  now  key  category  of 
electrical  engineer  the  German 
output  in  1937  of  448  graduates 
amounted  to  more  than  half  the 
cumulative  British  total  for  the  14 
years  from  1925  to  1939.  Further 
down  the  educational  ladder,  Ger- 
many in  1937  was  giving  full-time 
technical  and  career  training  to 
one  in  2,600  of  its  population,' 
compared  with  Britain's  one  in 
4,500  in  mostly  inferior  and  less 
well-equipped  institutions. 

No  wonder  we  find  ourselves  in 
1987  buying  Awacs,  IBM  main- 
frames, Korean  table-top  comput- 
ers (under  a British  brand-name) 
and  Sony  hi-fi's  and  videos.  Those 
whom  the  Gods  wish  to  destroy, 
first  they  make  smug.

Tories,  .and  that  Ms  Deirdre 
Wood's  34  per  cent  represents  the 
true  Labour  vote.

Yet  moderate  John  Smith,  like 
Neil  Kinnock  and  all  the  Shadow 
Cabinet  moderates,  can  only  pre- 
serve the  fragile  unity  of  the  party 
by  recognizing  and  defending  not 
only  Ms  Wood  but  also  the  other 
hard-left  candidates  whom  Lab- 
our will  offer  at  the  election,  of 
whom  there  are  at  least  another  10 
in  London  alone.  What  else  can 
they  do?  Virtually  all  the  can- 
didates are  now  selected,  and  if 
Labour  were  to  secure  a par- 
liamentary majority,  the  left  as  a 
whole  would  firmly  outnumber 
the  moderates  on  the  back- 
benches. Labour  spokesmen -must 
make  the  best  of  what  they  cannot 
change. 

Yet  John  Smith's  dismissal  of 
the  Greenwich  SDP  voters  as 
Tories  reveals  an  aspect  of  the 
truth.  “Tory”  is  not  an  entirely 
inappropriate  description  of  that 
majority  ■ of  the  electorate, 
comprising  Conservative  and  Alli- 
ance voters,  which  .rejects  the 
socialist-  order  that  Labour  now 
wishes  to  introduce.  For  it  is  also  a • 
majority  that  would  work,  with 
different  emphases*  within  the 
social  market  economy  which  Mrs 
Thatcher’s  government  has  re- 
vived. Of  course,  the  Alliance 
politicians  would  be  more  collec- 
tivist than  the  Tories,  and  many 
Alliance  voters  strongly  disagree 
with  Mrs  Thatcher  on  particular 
policies.  But  both  Alliance  voters 


and  politicians  reject  systematic 
• unfiaHiwn,  as  do  many  who  wfll 
still  vote  Labour  out  of  atavistic 
loyalty,  fiff  tire  time  being. 

There  is  in  all  this  a lesson  for 
ft-.  Owen  and  Mr  Steel  Their 
formal  position,  raterated  in  their 
Panorama  jssSaws#  on  Monday, 
is  that  they  are  a third  force  k 
British  politics.  Tbexrmessage  was 
that  they  could  work- with  Labour, 
minus  its  defence  policy  (and 
presumably  minus ' a.  few  other 
things,  such  as  state  ownership)  or 
with  die  Tories  if  they  changed 
their  ways  about  unempioyment.- 
But  in  reality  the  Alliance  is  not 
a third  force  but  a potential 
reformed  second  force  in  British 
politics.  It  represents  what  mem 
Labour  voters  want,  even  though 
for  the  time  being  they  may  still  be 
habit-bound  to  their  old . afle- 
gfence.  The  SDP  in  partknbfr 
offers  the  prospect  of  replacing 
Labour  with  a party  on  the  left 
capable  of  working  within  a soda^ 
market  system  as  an  ahernative  to 
the  Tories.  - . 

However,  the  position  of  the 
Alliance  as  part  of  the  national 
anti-socialist  consensus  leads  to  a 
paradox.  If 'there  were  a bung 
parliament,  it  is  almost  certain 
♦hat,  as  an  anti-socialist  pro-Nam 
grouping,  the  Alliance  could  ca* 
operate  only  with  the  Tories.  Ye£ 
if  it  has  a long-term  destiny  itis  to 
replace  Labour  within  a new 
national  consensus. 

Some  Tories  are  frightened  lest 
Tory  tactical  voting  at  Greenwich 
will  be  matched  in  a general 
election  fry  Labour  tactical  voting 
for  the  Alliance,  where  h.  runs  the 
Tories  a close  second,  frit  pre- 
cisely because  the  Conservatives 
and  Alliance  together  represent  so 
strong  an  anti-socialist  national 
mood,  this  is  unlikely  to  happen. 
In  most  such  constituencies  tfcp 
Alliance  has  already  so  success- 
fully squeezed  the  social -demo- 
cratic element  out  of  the  Labour 
vote  that  it  is  doubtful  whether 
there  is  much  more  to  come,untfl 
Labour  is  seen  as  a spent  force.  - 
Labour,  meanwhile,  is  in  a 
terrible  plight  when  one  of  its 
moderates  has  to  toy  with  un- 
democratic centralist  selection  of 
candidates  because  the  constit- 
uency organizations  are  in  the 
hands  of  people  who  until  the 
1970s  would  have  been  kicked  otft 
of  the  party.  Mr  Khmock’s  leader- 
ship tells  us  what  is  wrong.  He  was 
elected  because  the  dominant  left 
. would  allow  only  one  of  their  own 
to  be  leader,  and  he  was  the  one 
leftist  just  acceptable  to  the  mod- 
erates. He  has  attacked  the  Mili- 
tants, using  them  as  a scapegoat, 
but  other  no-iess  dangerous  leftist 
groups  and  people  go  unrebuked. 
He  criticizes  their  “zealotry”,  by 
which  he  meanslhe  embarrassing 
frankness  with  which  they  pursue 
their  cause,  but  never  the  cause 
itself  He  has  few  enemies  to  his 
left  The  issue  at  the  election  will 
not  simply  be  the  policies  the 
Shadow  Cabinet  puts  on  paper, 
but  identifying  the  many-' can- 
didates who  could  put  backbench 
pressure  on  a Kinnock  gov- 
ernment If  voters  then  follow  the 
example  of  Greenwich,  that  must 
be  good  for  the  nation.

Plot  to  cut  taxi 
queues  exposed 


An  all-party  committee  of  MPa 
has  secretly  plotted  to  ban  from 
the  Members'  Entrance  taxi  queue 
all  secretaries,  bar  staff,  journalists 
and  other  Third  World  citizens 
who  work  at  Westminster,  it  was 
revealed  yesterday. 

The  committee  plans  that  in 
future  only  MPs,  peers,  officials, 
and  the  spouses  of  MPs  and  peers 
shall  be  allowed  to  stand  in  the 
queue.  . 

Other  people  would  be  forced  to 
look  for  them  among  the  traffic 
whirling  around  Parliament 
Square  — with  a massive  potential 
loss  of  life. 

The  change  would  also  mean 
the  biggest  crisis  ever  between 
MPs  and  the  opinion  formers  who ' 
are  their  main  link  with  the  public: 
the  bar  staff 

The  scandal  was  revealed  by  Mr 
Eric  Heffer  (Liverpool,  Walton, 
Labour).  He  broke  the  story  with 
the  words:  “On  a point  of  order, 
Mr  Speaker.  A sub-committee  of 
the  Select  Committee  on  House  of 
Commons  Services  has  issued  the 
minutes  of  their  proceedings  of 
Tuesday.  February.  17th  and  in  it 
there  is  an  item  relating  to  iaxic  at 
the  Members'  Entrance. 

Tt  makes  the  point  that  the 
privilege  of  queuing  for  taxis  at  the 
Members'  Entrance  should  be 
restricted  to  members,  peers,  offi- 
cers of  the  House  and  spouses  of . 
members  and  peers  accompanied 
by  the  member  or  peer.” 

This  last  provision  — the  insis- 
tence that  spouses  of  members  or 
peers  should  be  accompanied  by 
the  member  or  peer  to  whom  they 
belonged — was  presumably  put  in 
to  discourage  spouses  of  members 
or  peers  from  visiting  members  or 
peers  to  whom  they  were  not 
necessarily  espoused.  - 
So,  quite  apart  from  anything 
else,  the  sub-committee  of  the 
Select  Committee  on  House  of 
Commons  stood  revealed  as  a 

somewhat  killjoy  body. 

Mr  Heffer  continued:  “This 
ends  a practice  which  has  existed 
during  an  my  years  in  the  House.” 
On  the  face  of-it,  the  practice  to 
which  Mr  Hefftrmight  have  been . 
referring  was-  spouse-swapping 
among  members  or  peers. 

. In  feet,  as  he  quickly  made  clear, 
he  was  referring  to  the  iule  “ which 


allows  anyone  who  works  at  the 
Palace  of  Westminster  to  queue 
Tor  taxis”.  Mr  Heffer  singled  out 
“House  of  Commons  staff  and 
journalists”  as  among  those  now 
threatened. 

Mr  Heffer  wient  on:  “May  I ask . 
when  we  are  going  to  have'  the 
opportunity  to  discuss  that  pomp- 
ous asses'  decision?  For  -that’s 
what  it  is.”  : 

The  Speaker  “Order.  J don’t 
think  the  Honourable  member 
should  call  Honourable  members 
of  the  committee  pompous -asses.” 

“If  I am  not  allowed  to  call  them, 
pompous  asses,  I won't,”  Mr 
Heffer  replied,  skillfully  avoiding 
having  to  withdraw  the  offending 
remark.  , . 

What  had  been  exposed  was  an 
attempt  by  MPs  and  -peers  to 
comer  all  the  taxis  entenng  New 
Palace  Yard  for  themselves  or 
their  spouses. 

Revelation  of  the  affair  — 
Cabgate,  as  it  was  being  called  at 
Westminster  — was  another  big 
scoop  for  Mr  Heffer,  the  veteran 
MP  who  over,  the  years,  has 
uncovered,  to  his  own  satisfac- 
tion, such  scandals  as  the  rate- 
capping  of  Liverpool,  the  Vietnam 
war,  and  the  capitalist  system.' 

By  last  night,  MPs  of  the  Select 
Committee  on  House  of  Com- 
mons Services  were  making  fran- 
tic efforts  to  avoid  appearing 
pOmpouS  OT  tO  avoid  making 
enemies  of  influential  journalists 
.and  barmen.  . 

It  was  hinted  that  the  Taxi  scam 
tos  the  idea  of  the  notorious  Sub- 
committee on  Accommodation.

NO  PANIC,  BUT  EMPTINESS 


Mr  Neil  Kinnock  appeared  m 
fighting  mood  yesterday.  His 
address  to  fellow  Labour  MPs 
was  not  to  be  a post  mortem 
on  the  death  of  Labour’s  hopes 
at  Greenwich.  He  praised  the 
dignity  of  Mrs  Deirdre  Wood. 
He  accused  his  critics  of 
preferring  to  argue  among 
themselves  than  to  attack  the 
Tories. 

The  Labour  leader  won 
praise  amongst  his  peers  for 
standing  no  nonsense.  The 
Labour  party,  however,  is  no 
less  in  peril  for  that.  As  was 
once  said  of  Lord  Kitchener, 
standing  no  nonsense  can  be 
convenient  shorthand  for 
listening  to  no  sense.  To  what 
and  to  whom  is  Mr  Kinnock 
listening? 

Two  weeks  ago  he  was  asked 
by  the  New  Statesman  whether 
he  was  worried  or  embarrassed 
by  some  of  the  candidates  who 
would  be  representing  Labour 
at  the  next  election.  No,  he 
said,  but  “I  sometimes  get  a 
little  intemperate_my  irrita- 
tion comes  from  the  feet  that 
people  don't  recognise  the 
terrain  on  which  they’re  fight- 
ing and  come  to  the  conclusion 
that  to  make  that  recognition 
is  to  stain  themselves  with  all 
of  the  terrible  poison,  of 
realism". 

Like  many  utterances  by  Mr 
Kinnock  this  was  somewhat 
Delphic.  (When  one  preaches 
to  as  febrile  an  audience  as  the 
Labour  party,  a certain 
ambiguity  is  as  essential  today 
as  it  was  for  the  prophets  of 
Greece.)  But  Mrs  Wood  got 
the  message.  She  recognised 
the  terrain.  She  tried  her 
hardest  to  stain  herself  with 
realism  in  order  to  hang  on  to  a 
seat  which  Labour  had  held  for 
over  half  a century.  But  she 
failed.  She  was  not  believed. 

How  does  Mr  Kinnock  ac- 


count for  this?  Alliance 
smears,  Tory  smears,  tactical 
voting?  On  the  public  level 
those  are  his  options.  All  the 
better  then  to  tty  to  forget  past 
failures  and  to  urge  his  troops 
forward,  as  he  did  so  spiritedly 
yesterday. 

But  what  does  he  think  in 
private  when  the  responsibil- 
ities of  leadership  are  lifted  a 
little  and  he  can  listen  to  his 
friends?  Among  such  friends 
he  ought  to  count  the  New 
Statesman.  If  he  reads  the 
issue  which  is  published  today 
he  will  find  another  descrip- 
tion of  the  Greenwich  defeat,  a 
- description  of  tire  intellectual 
emptiness  of  the  party  which 
he  leads.  “The  fundamental 
problem  is  that  Labour  has 
lacked  a dear  reason  for  being 
in  business"  concludes  its 
main  editorial:  Le.  when  Mrs 
Wood’s  sympathy  for  Sinn 
Fein  and  hostility  to  Nato  is 
stripped  away  there  is  nothing 
coherent  left 

The  rest  of  the  magftTTiift 
reports  upon  the  beginning  of 
an  attempt  to  fill  the  vacuum. 
It  wants  to  meet  “the  classic 
socialist  aims  of  greater  equal- 
ity, higher  welfare  provision 
and  the  erosion  of  class 
difference.”  To  do  so,  its 
various  contributors  are  pre- 
pared to  accept  markets  not 
just  as  a necessary  evil  but  as 
an  essential  part  of  socialist 
theory. 

They  are  also  prepared  to 
ditch  the  trade  unions  on  the 
grounds  that  they  were  only 
ever  necessary  to  control  the 
power  of  capital  in  the  in- 
terests of  the  workers:  “since 
market  socialism  has  other 
means  of  controlling  the  power 
of  capital  it  leaves  little  for 
unions  to  do.  little  is  to  be 
gained  by  pretending  to  the 
contrary." 


One  article:  describes  how 
the  optimism  of  the  1880s 
became  either  the  reformist 
socialism  of  Europe  or  the 
authoritarian  Bolshvcvism  of 
Russia.  Mrs  Thatcher  is  out  to 
bury  both:  “conditions  which 
we  did  not  choose  and  could 
not  avoid  have  made  it  all  too 
easy  to  present  the  future  of 
socialism  as  ramshackle  wel- 
fare collectivism  or  as  a pile  of 
skulls". 

It  laments  — rightly  — how 
Labour’s  inability  to  grapple 
with  these  “conditions" 
allowed  the  Conservatives  to 
sieze  every  initiative.  Unions 
were  held  to  blame  for  indus- 
trial decline  when  “short- 
sighted, inefficient  and 
incompetent  managers  es- 
caped virtually  scot-free”. 

Labour  wants  to  regain  the 
intellectual  initiative.  More 
than  that,  it  wants  to  i^ain 
power.  Can  the  second  come 
before  the  first?  It  is  beginning 
to  look  unlikely.  The  New 
Statesman  essays,  written 
largely  by  those  who  are 
considered  close  influences  on 
Mr  Kinnock,  provide  an  am- 
bitious thesis  but,  by  the 
editors  own  admission,  an 
unfinished  one. 

Then  there  is  the  problem  of 
communicating  the  messaj 
Red  roses  are  fine  when  the 
product  is  right  They  could, 
not  hide  the  emptiness  on  offer 
at  Greenwich. 

Mrs  Wood’s  political  roots 
in  the  London  Labour  were 
those  of  Mr  Tony  Benn,  once 
affectionately  dubbed  the 
Bertie  Wooster  of  Marxism. 
The  Left  now  leads  a miracle 
worker  of  truly  Jeevesian 
capabilities  if  it  is  not  be 
defeated  for  the  third 
successive  time.  Mr  Kinnock 
has  not  drown  himself  to  be 
such  a man. 


PILLS  AND  NEEDLES 


It  is  hard  to  fault  the  fiscal 
good  intentions  which  have, 
led  Mr  Tony  Newton,  the 
Health  Minister,  to  fond  the 
cost  of  giying.fiee  disposable 
syringes  to  diabetics  within  the 
National  Health  Service  bud- 
get by  a rise  in,  prescription : 
charges.  It  is  much  harderi 
however,  to  find  any  logic  in 
this,  or  indeed  in  the  charging 
system  as  a whole.  For  the 
conflicting  priorities  of  rev- 
enue-raising, rationing 
through  price,  policies  for-: 
welfare  and  policies  for  public 
health  have  interacted  ran- 
domly over  the  years. 

The  syringe  case  is  typicaL 
For  public  health  reasons,  the 
Government  has  reluctantly, 
decided  to  supply  drug  addicts 
with  free  disposable  needles  to  . 
help  deter  the  spread  of  AIDS. 
This  undermined  the  case  oh  • 
cost  grounds  for  restricting 
diabetics,  who  require  daily 
insulin  injections,  to  reusable 
needles  which  are  less  safe. 

It  is  unclear,  however,  why 
people  suffering  from  varicose 
veins  or  asthma  should  pay 
more  in  order  to  fluid  an 
improved  service  to  diabetics 
but  not  pay  more  for  the  fight 
against  AIDS.  Yet  that  is  the 
implication  of  the  way  in 
which  the  9 per  cent  increase 
in  basic  prescription  charges 
was  announced.  The  higher 
charges  will  raise  £10  million 
per  year,  the  extra  cost  of 
disposable  syringes. 


•Changes  in  prescription 
charges  are  conventionally  an- 
nounced around  Budget-time, 
thus  emphasizing  their  rev- 
enue-raising function.  But 
from,  the  earliest  days,  the 
charges  were  intended  to  have 
part  of  thefimetionof  a price, 
levied  so  as  to  remind  the 
public  that  it  was  using  scarce 
resources.. 

Charges  have  not  succeeded 
in  either  of  these  aims,  chiefly 
because  they  iq»pear  to  conflict 
with  the  welfare  principle  of 
the  NHS:  that  individuals 
Should  not  lack  generally 
available  medical  care  — or  be 
limited  to  inferior  treatment — 
for  lack  of  fluids.  Asa  result,  so 
many  exemptions  mid  special 
arrangements  have  built  up 
that  less  than  one  in  five  NHS 
prescriptions  are  now  charged 
to  patients.  Of  the  exempt 
prescriptions,  about  half  go  to 
pensioners,  a sixth  to  children 
under  16  and  a seventh  to 
those  on.  low  incomes.  . 

In  general,  the  heaviest  users 
of  the  service  apart  from  the 
chronically  sick  are  exempt,  so 
the  effect  of  there  being  a price 
on  the  drugs  is  negligible.  The 
few  who  do  pay  have  seen  the 
nominal  charge  multiply 
twelvefold  since  1979,  so  that 
in  an  estimated  fifth  of  cases, 
patients  are  paying  more  than 
the  cost  of  the  treatments 
prescribed.  But  the  revenue 
base  is  so  small  that  charges 
still  contribute  only  about  3 


per  cent  of  NHS  spending. 

In  the  general  tax  system, 
the  present  Chancellor  has 
tried  to  cut  through  the  cycle  of 
ever  rising  tax  rates  paid  by 
ever  fewer  people.  Arithmeti- 
cally, prescription  charges 
could  raise  just  as  much  by 
reducing  the  nominal  amount 
to  50p  and  etiminating  the 
exemptions.  Given  the  rel- 
atively trivial  sums  raised, 
ministers  may  understandably 
feel  that  such  a move  would 
not  be  worth  the  outcry  it 
would  bring.  They  may  take 
that  view  despite  foe  feet  that 
the  introduction  of  prescrip- 
tion “season  tickets”  has 
greatly  reduced  any  potential 
hardship  and  any  change  could 
be  allowed  for  in  pensions  nr 
welfare  payments. 

That  is  a pity.  Nominal 
charges  for  all  prescriptions 
and  for  visits  to  the  doctor 
would  have  a social  as  well  as 
an  economic  function.  Pa- 
tients would,  however  iHogi- 
caDy,  fed  they  were  paying  for 
a service  rather  than  receiving 
a handout  That  feeling  is 
more  prevalent,  especially 
among  the  elderly,  than  is 
generally  assumed  by  policy- 
makers. Universal  nominal 
charges  would  not  price  any- 
one out  of  health  but  it  would 
cause  the  elderly,  among  oth- 
ers, to  make  more  critical 
demands  on  the  NHS  to  tend 
their  ills. 


CAMERAS  IN  COMMITTEE 
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Select  Committees,  such  as 
the  Public  Accounts  Com- 
mittee and  those  which 
shadow  government  depart- 
ments, invite  ministers,  of- 
ficials and  informed  outsiders 
to'  answer  questions.  They 
exist  not  so  much  to  score 
points  as  to  elicit  information. 
Within  limits,  they  operate 
without  party  strife.  Much 
information  flows  from  them 
which  members  of  foe  public, 
like  politicians,  need  in  order 
to  make  informed  judgments. 

The  manner  of  the  proceed- 
ings in  Select  Committees 
lends  itself  to  the  camera.  MPs 
may  fear  that  a roving  camera 
in  foe  Chamber  itself  could 
catch  them  out  (snoozing,  for 
example)  and  would  show 
them  warts  and  alL  In  feet  the 
use  of  foe  cameras  could  be 
controlled.  But  this  would  not 
even  be  a risk  in  televising 
Select  Committees  where 
questioning  and  cross-examin- 
ing of  witnesses  is  systematic 
and  reasoned. 

Those  in  foe  camera’s  eye 
would  be  well  aware  of  it,  and 
noise  and  baying  would  be 
absent  Occasional  cameras  in 
committees  would  also  raise 
none  of  the  problems  of  cost  or 
lighting  levels  which  represent 
a problem  for  foe  Chamber. 


It  is  significant  that  the  new 
initiative  is  being  supported  by 
foe  chairman  of  the  Sound 
Broadcasting  Committee,  Sir 
Philip  Goodhart,  who  himself 
voted  against  cameras  on  the 
floor  of  the  House  lest  they 
should  prompt  some  Members 
to  play  to  them.  It  is  to  be 
hoped  that  House  will  allow 
foe  mattter  to  be  looked  into, 
and  will  eventually  accept  an 
experiment 

Parliament  has  always  been 
torn  between  an  urge  to  appeal 
to  the  public  and  an  instinct  to 
keep  its-  proceedings  to  itself 
in  foe  eighteenth  century  it 
continued  to  forbid  foe  report- 
ing of  its  debates  long  after  foe 
danger  of  outside  pressure  (its 
original  reason)  had  passed. 

Today,  every  word  goes  into 
Hansard  and  every  sound 
could  go  on  radio  or  television. 
The  House  of  Lords  provides 
two  years  experience  of  tele- 
vision cameras,  which  have 
done  it  no  hum,  and  have 
often  aroused  interest  in  its 
proceedings.  It  is  time  for  foe 
Commons  to  take  another  step 
in  its  relations  with  foe  public. 
The  resistance  to  televising 
Select  Committees  will  not  be 
because  of  real  objections  but 
because  it  is  feared  as  the  thin 
end  of  a wedge.  What  if  it  is? 


A soldier’s  farewell  to  arms 


From  Viscount  Morpeth 
Sir.  I have  bad.  the  privilege  to 
command  an  armoured  recon- 
naissance squadron  m the  British 
Army  of  the  Rhine  for  the  past  two 
years.  I have  resigned  my  commis- 
sion to  protest  about  the  present 
Government's  defence  policy, 
which  is  having  damaging  con- 
sequences on  the  training,  equip- 
ment, Banning  and  conditions  of 
service  of  the  Regular  Army.  The 
. Royal  Navy  and  Royal  Air  Force 
are  m a similar  position. 

“Salami  slicing"  cuts  are  mak- 
ing it  increasingly  difficult  for 
commanders  at  aB  levels  to  train 
their  formations  and  units  to  the 
highest  standard  required  to  main- 
tain a credible  deterrence.  The 
Ministry  of  Defence  are  unable  to 
order  sufficient  quantities  of  spare 
pans  for  our  armoured  fighting 
vehicles  owing  to  misguided  and 
counter-productive  economies. 

Formation  and  regimental  com- 
manders, therefore,  have  to  cut 
their  training  programmes.  Once 
the  authorised  allocation  of  “track 
mileage"  is  reached.  “Exercise 
ends”.  Vehicles  breaking  down 
often  cannot  be  repaired  owing  to 
lack  of  spare  parts.  Crews  are  not 
able  to  perform  their  primary  role. 
The  Royal  Armoured  Corps  has  to 
face  the  additional  problem  of 
severe  cuts  in  foe  allocation  of 
ammunition  for  annual  firing 
practice.  The  efficiency  of  the 
finest  and  most  effective  volunteer 
fighting  force  in  Naio  is  degraded. 

Longer  term  outs  imposed  on 
and  by  the  Ministry  of  Defence 
will  have  far-reaching  and  damag- 
ing consequences  unless  present 
policy  is  changed.  Mid-life  imp- 
rovements on  our  reconnaissance 
vehicle  fleet  are  currently  shelved. 
Equipment,  which  entered  service 
in  the  1960s,  win  still  have  to 
operate  at  foe  turn  of  the  century. 
The  situation  will  occur  when 
centra)  Europe  is  likely  to  be 
destabilized  and  when  potential 


aggressors  are  improving  the 
quantity  and  quality  of  their 
conventional  forces. 

If  this  is  a dispiriting  state  of 
affairs,  the  situation  for  the 
serviceman  and  servicewoman  is 
aggravated  by  low  pay  and  deteri- 
orating conditions  of  service.  The 
Government  boast,  in  their  state* 
meat  on  the  Defence  Estimates, 
1986.  that  they  have  accepted  in 
foil  every  recommendation  of  the 
Armed  Forces  Fay  Review  Body 
since  1980.  This  may  be  the  case, 
but  foe  recommendations  of  this 
impartial  and  painstaking  in- 
dependent body  are  rarely  put  into 
effect.  Staggered  pay  rises  are  best 
described  as  a cheap  “con  trick”. 
Cuts  in  overseas  allowances  are 
demoralising  and  bear  heavily  on 
the  junior  NCO  and  his  family, 
who  are  least  able  to  bear  them; 
and  finally  the  necessary  package 
to  improve  conditions  of  service 
was  rejected  in  an  arrogant  man- 
ner. 

The  Government  show  no  sign 
of  reverting  the  current  policy. 
Admiral  of  the  Fleet  Lord  Fisher 
wrote  to  your  predecessor  after  the 
First  World  War.  He  ended  his 
letter  with  the  words,  “Sack  the 
lot”.  No  doubt  foe  electorate  will 
be  permitted  to  deliver  its  judge- 
ment within  the  next  IS  months.  I 
hope  that  it  will  bear  these  points 
in  mind. 

The  truth  is  that  we  are  neglect- 
ing our  conventional  defence  in 
spite  of  ministerial  comments  to 
foe  contrary. 

Sir,  I ask  you  to  use  your 
influence  to  ensure  foal  the  Aimed 
Forces*  equipment  and  conditions 
of  service  deteriorate  no  further.

Politics  and  police 

From  Mr  R.  H.  Hum 
Sir,  Mr  Holland  (February  21) 
describes  an  incident  which,  he 
says,  “gives  foe  lie  to  foe  notion 
bandied  about  in  the  House  of 
Commons  that  the  police  are  not 
to  be  prompted  in  their 
investigations”.  In  my  view  it 
does  nothing  of  foe  kind. 

A letter  had  apparently  been 
written  to  foe  Chairman  of  foe 
BBC  alleging  an  infringement  of 
the  Representation  of  foe  People 
Act  in  a programme  of  which  Mr 
Holland  was  the  editor.  A copy  of 
this  was  passed  to  the  DPP  — we 
are  not  told  by  whom.  Mr  Holland 
was  then  visited  by  the  police  and 
Interviewed  at  length  and  a state- 
ment was  taken.  No  more  was 
heard  by  Mr  Holland. 

Mr  Holland  says  foe  allegation 
was  “poppycock”  — an  opinion 
which  can  hardly  be  regarded  as 
entirely  disinterested.  But  on  the 
strength  of  this  opinion  Mr  Hol- 
land seems  to  be  requiring  ns  to 
assume  that  foe  DPP  must  have 
taken  foe  same  view,  and  was 
therefore  guilty  of  wasting  public 
money  and  police  time  in  malting 
further  enquiries,  which,  on  this 
asusmption.  he  must  have  known 
were  pointless. 

Personally,  I should  prefer  to 
rely  on  the  judgement  of  the  DPP, 
who  is  a responsible  officer  of 
great  experience  and  with  no  axe 
to  grind,  on  foe  question  whether 
there  was  a case  worthy  of  further 
investigation,  than  on  that  of  foe 


person  whose  conduct  was  being 
called  in  question.  The  feet  that 
nothing  more  has  been  heard 
merely  seems  to  show  that  the 
DPP  has  carried  out  his  duty  with 
the  responsibility  and  impartiality 
which  we  should  expect. 

The  feet  is  that  Mr  Holland 
seems,  like  many  other  people,  to 
be  confusing  two  things,  viz:  the 
passing  of  information  to  the  DPP 
or  the  police  with  a view  to 
enabling  them  to  consider  whether 
there  is  a case  to  be  investigated, 
and  giving  them  instructions  on 
what  to  do  in  order  to  carry  out 
their  investigation. 

The  former  would  seem  to  be 
the  duty  of  every  responsible 
citizen  who  believes  foal  a crime 
may  have  been  committed.  The 
latter  would  be  quite  unaccept- 
able. It  is  foe  fetter  which  has  been 
alleged  against  the  Government  in 
the  Zircon  case,  without  (so  far  as 

1 can  see)  any  evidence  to  support 
it.  and  which  has  been  consistently 
denied. 

Recent  events  have  given  some 
of  us  foe  impression  foal  there  are 
those  in  the  broadcasting  frater- 
nity who  think  that  it  is  somehow 
improper  that  the  rest  of  us  shoukf 
presume  to  question  their  actions 
or  their  judgement;  and  Mr 
Holland's  letter  does  nothing  to 
weaken  that  impression.

R & D shortfall 

From  Professor  E.  H.  Andrews 
Sir,  Your  leader  (February  21)  lays 
the  blame  for  Britain's  low  invest- 
ment in  civil  R & D squarely  upon 
the  private  sector.  My  experience 
as  a consultant  to  industry  in 
Europe  and  foe  USA  and  of  a 10- 
year  stint  as  a non-executive 
director  of  a British  manufac- 
turing public  company  lends  to 
support  this  thesis. 

Your  leader  appears  on  p!3;  on 
p!9 1 read  the  headline.  “Pressure 
on  IC1  to  match  City  hopes  for 
final  quarter  profits”.  Perhaps  this 
says  it  alL  For  whatever  reason. 
British  industrial  companies  tend 
to  emphasize  short-term  results  at 
foe  expense  of  long-term  goals; 
hence  foe  relative  neglect  of 
research  investment  The  appoint- 
ment of  new  Government  com- 
mittees. reshuffling  foe  research 
councils  and  similar  measures  are 
unlikely  to  have  the  slightest  effect  , 
upon  this  phenomenon.  To  cor- 
rect the  underlying  attitudes 
responsible  could  take  genera- 
tions. and  Britain  just  does  not 
have  the  time.  There  is  an 
alternative,  however. 

The  short-term  ambitions  of 
industry  could  actually  be  har- 


nessed to  promote  R & D by  foe 
simple  device  of  allowing  such 
expenditure  to  be  tax-deductible 
at  a rate  exceeding  1 00  per  cent.  As 
an  example,  if  industry-funded 
research  at  British  universities 
were  deductible  for  corporation 
tax  purposes  at,  say,  200  per  cent, 
the  chronic  financial  problems  of 
foe  universities  would  be  eased 
and  a powerful  incentive  to  invest 
in  research  would  be  placed  before 
company  boards.  Indeed,  relief  at 
300  per  cent  would  reduce  the  cost 
of  such-  research  to  almost  zero 
and  is  not  out  of  foe  question 
within  certain  limits. 

A lower  relief  rate  (say,  150  per 
cent)  could  apply  to  in-house 
research  costs.  The  cast  to  the 
Treasury  would  have  to  be  cal- 
culated, of  course,  but  such  mea- 
sures would,  I believe,  be  highly 
cost-effective  in  view  of  the  press- 
ing national  need  and  would  have 
an  immediate  effect  There  would 
also  be  a minimum  of  bureau- 
cratic intervention.

Succouring  children 

From  Mother  Frances  Dominica 
Sir,  I welcome  the  letter  from  the 
Reverend  Philip  and  Mrs  Jane 
Davies  (February  25).  Our  experi- 
ence at  Helen  House  hospice  for 
children  over  the  last  4 % years  has 
shown  us  that  they  are  right  in 
asserting  that  children  dying  of 
cancer  often  can  and  should  be 
cared  for  at  home;  we  support 
tbeir  suggestion  that  energy  and 
resources  should  be  channelled 
into  providing  more  support  at 
home  for  such  children  and  their 
families. 

However,  there  is  a compar- 
atively small  poop  of  families 
who  have  children  with  slowly 
progressive  life-threatening  dis- 
eases, many  of  them  genetic  in 
origin,  often  affecting  more  than 
one  child  in  the  family,  for  whom 
occasional  respire  care,  as  wdl  as 
support  at  home,  is  a necessity 
rather  than  a luxury.  One  mother 
had  not  had  an  unbroken  night's 
sleep  in  12  years  when  she  first 
came  here.  We  provide  an  arti- 
ficial extended  family  and  friends 


in  a society  which  has  almost  lost 
the  extended  family  and  which  has 
an  increasing  tendency  to  isolate 
suffering  and  leave  foe  victims  to 
tie  care  of  “experts”. 

We  must  not  lose  sight  of  foe 
foa  that  the  number  of  such 
families  in  this  country  is  merci- 
fully very  small  indeed.  At  a recent 
conference  held  under  foe  aus- 
pices of  Help  foe  Hospices  foe 
Duchess  of  Kent  said  she  was 
convinced  that  four  children's 
hospices  would  meet  foe  needs  of 
the  United  Kingdom  and  North- 
ern Ireland  and  that  these  needed 
robe  strategically  placed. 

We  should  see  hospice  as  a 
philosophy,  not  a facility.  It  does 
not  always  need  a purpose-built 
unit  It  is  a way  of  being  alongside 
those  whose  life-span  will  be  short, 
giving  the  help  and  support  roost 
appropriate  for  them  and  for  their 
families  in  the  place  where  they 
most  want  to  be.

Inequities  of  the

You  can  imagine  tbeir 
consternation  if  foe  booking  clerk 
said,  “foe  cost  of  your  return  ticket 
will  be  assessed  upon  foe  house  in 
which  you  live  and  not  upon  foe 
number  of  seats  that  you  occupy 
in  foe  train”  — the  widow, 
occupying  one  seat,  paying  the 
same  as  foe  couple  occupying  two 
seats  and  as  the  whole  family 
occupying  six  seats. 

Do  you  wonder.  Sir.  that  the 
present  rating  system  is  consid- 
ered both  inequitable  and  unfair?

Theories  of  SDI 

• From  Dom  Andrew  Moore 
Sir,  David  Hart  writes  (February 
19)  that  “SDI  is  a benign  as  well  as 
revolutionary  concept”.  Revolu- 
tionary it  may  be,  but  benign  it  is 
not.  From  the  outset  SDI  was  a 
dangerous  Utopianism  and  any 
virtue  it  may  conceivably  have 
promised  has  become  increasingly 
compromised  as  developments 
have  proceeded. 

In  announcing  SDI  in  March, 
1983,  President  Reagan  dearly 
envisaged  a move  from  offensive 
to  defensive  non-nuclear  deter- 
rence and  to  this  end  he  called 
upon  foe  scientists  “to  give  us 
means  of  rendering  these  nuclear 
weapons  impotent  and  obsolete”. 

However,  it  has  become  clear 
that  foe  so-called  Shift  from 
offensive  to  defensive  deterrence 
is  but  a masquerade.  Hie  simplis- 
tic SDI-l  theory  (that  of  March, 
1983)  has  been  quietly  replaced  by 
a more  complex  ana  dangerous 
SDI-2  theory  which  serves  to 
reinforce  the  offensive-based 
MAD  (mutually  assured  destruc- 
tion) strategy. 

Existing  nuclear  deterrence  can 
at  best  enjoy  only  provisional 
moral  tolerance  whilst  other 
means  are  sought  for  the  achieve- 
ment of  lasting  and  realistic 
disarmament.  SDI  fails  to  fit  in 
with  this  and,  as  h has  developed, 
seems  less  and  less  to  enjoy  any 
moral  credibility.

Tunnel  vision’ 

From  Professor  Michael  Chisholm 
Sir,  One  of  Eurotunnel's  deeper 
boardroom  problems  has  so  far 
been  largely  ignored. 

The  Government  take  foe  view 
that  the  tunnel  must  be  a privately 
financed  venture.  In  the  Bill  which 
is  now  before  foe  Lords,  care  was 
taken  to  block  one  possible  avenue 
for  public  money  to  be  invested, 
namely,  via  British  Rail.  Therein 
lies  a fundamental  problem  for  the 
tunnel. 

For  all  the  rhetoric,  the  only 
firm  plans  for  through  rail  services 
that  have  been  made  public  (at 
least,  so  far  as  I am  aware)  refer  to 
services  between  London,  Paris, 
and  Brussels.  Until  and  unless  an 
extensive  network  of  through 
services  to  destinations  in  Britain 
and  throughout  Europe  is  avail- 
able, foe  tunnel  will  be  little  more 
than  a trans-Channel  shuttle  and 
will  be  unable  to  realise  its  full 
competitive  advantage. 

The  requisite  investment  by 
British  Rail  a State-owned  con- 
cern, to  achieve  the  full  advan- 
tages of  through  services  depends 
on  authorisation  by  Government, 
which  in  terms  of  public  expen- 
diture now  appears  unlikely  to  be 
forthcoming.  Could  it  be  that  foe 
boardroom  problems  in 
Eurotunnel  reflect  ibis  basic  fact?

THE  GREAT  ASSAULT. 

“ . . . Ten  days  followed  in  which 
nothing  decisive  happened  and 
everything  happened  The  Ger- 
mans rocked  tbeir  attack  frost  side 
to  side,  searching  for  the  weak 
spot.  They  gained  here;  they  lost 
there;  but  the  line  remained  as  it 
had  been  when  Haig  moved  up  his 
Pim  Corps  . . . 

Then  came  the  3 fat  — the  crucial 
day  for  Engfand.  The  attacks  had 
been  growing  stronger;  across  the 
lines  the  British  heard  the  Ger- 
mans singing  as  though  working 
themselves  up.  German  fashion,  to 
a Berserk  courage;  captured  orders 
showed  that  the  Kaiser  had  com- 
manded a great  usmult  which 
should  clear  the  way  to  Calais  and 
to  Paris. 

Before  the  sun  was  high  on  that 
morning  of  the  31st,  a British 
aviator  vol  planed  down  to  his  own 
line  with  a wing  damaged  by 
shrapnel  He  dropped  from  his  seat 
pale  and  shaken.  “A  close  call?” 
they  asked.  ”Zt  isn't  that!”  be  said, 
“it's  what  I've  seen  — three  corps,  I 
tell  you  — against  our  First!"  So  he 
jerked  out  his  story.  He  had  seen 
the  roads  and  ridges  like  anthills 
and  antruns  with  men;  be  had  seen 
new  batteries  going  into  position; 
he  had  seen,  far  away . the  crawling 
grey  serpents  which  were  stiD  more 
German  regiments  going  to  their 
slaughter-  “And  we’re  so  thin  from 
up  there"  he  said,  “and  they're  so 
many!”  Hard  on  this  c«™  hurried 
news  to  headquarters  from  the 
front.  The  German  artillery  and  a 
massed  attack  of  German  infantry 
had  broken  the  Hist  Division  of 
the  First  Corps  near  Ypres; . . . 
“We  must  have  reinforcements." 
said  the  message.  T can  give  you 
my  two  sentries  and  my  Headquar- 
ters Staff,”  replied  French.  Dis- 
aster after  dim«tor  followed.  The 
Royal  Scots  Fusiliers,  remaining 
too  long  in  a hot  place,  were  for 
their  very  valour  cut  off.  The 
Germans  had  found  new  artillery 
positions,  lad  shelled  General 
Douglas  Haig's  headquarters.  A 
shell  had  burst  in  foe  house.  Haig 
was  outside  at  foe  time;  but  nearly 
every  staff  officer  of  foe  First 
Corps  was  killed  or  wounded.  The 
army  up  there  was  almost  headless 

— was  fighting  as  individuals  on 
primitive  fighting  instinct. 

. . . French  jumped  into  his 
motor-car  and  rushed  to  foe  line  of 
foe  First  Division.  He  had  not  so 
far  to  go  as  he  thought  The  line 
had  retired  four  miles.  Through  his 
glasses  he  could  see  foe  dose- 
locked  quadruple  ranks  of  German 
infantrymen  attacking  everywhere. 
And  everywhere  foe  English  were 
fighting  valiantly,  but  without 
method.  They  were  in  it  to  foe  last 
man  — even  the  regimental  cooks. 
The  officers  of  infantry  and  cavalry 
were  firing  with  the  men,  their 
servants  loading  spare  rifles  behind 
them." 

THE  COST  OF  VICTORY. 

Mr.  Irwin  tells  how  Sir  John 
French  then  gathered  up  a part  of 
foe  broken  First  Division,  threw  it 
at  the  flank  of  foe  German  attack, 
broke  it,  snatched  back  the  posi- 
tions lost,  and  rested  finally  on  his 
original  line.  The  writer  continues: 

“The  English  had  merely  held  — 
technically  — really,  they  had  won 
the  climacteric  action  in  that  long 
battle  which  must  determine  the 
future  course  of  this  war.  The  cost 
of  it  was  no  less  than  the  cost  of 
other  famous  victories.  One  regi- 
ment went  into  that  campaign 
1,100  strong.  They  came  out  but 
73.  And  most  of  their  lost  thousand 
went  down  that  day  before  Ypres. 

. . .October  31  was  the  derisive 
point  of  the  action  before  Ypres; 
but  no  one  knew  it  then.  The 
I attacks  and  counter-attacks,  the 
digging  in,  went  on.  French  troops 
began  arriving  in  force  to  strength- 
en and  Tnairg  sure  the  tfa**- 
Nevertheless  the  Germans  had 
one  more  great  assault  on  tbeir 
programme.  Again  the  dense 
masses  poured  in;  again  the  very 
officers  fired  until  their  rifles  grew 
too  hot  to  hokL  When,  that  night, 
foe  strength  of  the  German  attack 
was  spent,  the  better  part  of  the 
Prussian  Guard  lay  dead  in  a wood 

— lay,  at  some  places,  in  ranks  eight 
deep.  The  second  and  lesser  climax 
was  past  A fortnight  more,  and  the 
line  from  La  Bass6e  to  the  sea  had 
been  locked  as  thoroughly  as  the 
tine  from  Switzerland  to  La 
Bessie.  It  had  cost  England  50,000 
men  out  of  120,000  engaged  — a 
proportion  of  loss  greater  than  any 
previous  war  ever  knew.  It  had  cost 
foe  French  and  Belgians  70,000.  It 
probably  coat  foe  Germans 
375,000.  That  is  a half-million  in 
all  He  American  Civil  War  has 
been  called  the  most  terrible  in 
modern  history-  In  this  one  long 
battle  Europe  lost  as  many  men  as 
foe  North  lost  in  the  whole  Civil 
War.

Army  museum  remembers 
the  defenders  of  the  safe

Echoes  of  Britain  and  France  at  wax  in  the  late 
eighteenth  and  early  nineteenth  century  were 
heard  at  Glendinning's  yesterday  with  some 
obscure  medals  reaching  top  prices. 

Even  the  Bank  of  England  raised  a regiment 
of  volunteers  at  the  that  time,  prepared  to 
defend  the  bank  vaults  in  the  event  of  a French 
invasion.  They  did  not  see  action  bat  held 
shooting  competitions  in  preparation. 

The  gold  medal  awarded  to  the  third  best 
shot  in  1805  sold  to  the  National  Army 
Museum  at  £1,650  (estimate  £800-£130). 
One  side  bears  an  Inscription  and  the  other 
shows  a seated  Britannia  with  a laurel  wreath 
and  cornucopia,  an  image  copied  from  the  five 
shilling  piece  of  1804. 

A gold  openwork  medal  commemorating  the 
naval  battle  off  Dominica  on  April  12  1782  in 
which  Admiral  Rodney  captured  the  flagship 
of  the  French  commander,  the  Ville  de  Paris, 
sold  for  £3,520  (estimate  £1,500-£2JH)0)  to 
AJSeaby,  the  London  dealer. 

Several  single  campaign  medals  of  this 
period  exist  bnt  nobody  appears  quite  to  know 
why  they  were  struck  or  for  whom.  Some  are 
multiples  bnt  this  celebration  of  Admiral 
Rodney’s  valour  is  hitherto  unrecorded  and 
appears  to  be  unique. 

The  auction  also  celebrated  a more  recent 
campaign,  the  hunger  strike  in  which  suffrag- 
ette Isabel  Kelly  collaborated  in  July  1909. 
She  was  awarded  one  of  the  rare  silver  medals 


issued  by  the  Womens'  Social  and  Political 
Union  “tor  ralpnr%. . 

Other  examples  have  presentation  cases 
recording  that  the  medal  was  “in  recognition  of 
a gallant  action  whereby  through  endanace  to 
tire  last  extremity,  of  hunger  and  hardship,  the 
great  principle . of  political  justice  was. 
vindicated”.  The  medal  sold  for£297  (estimate 
£10O-£15O)  to  DJBaO,  a London' dealer.’

Haig’s  coflaborative  work 
with  Garke,  at  Compton,  and 
Alper,  at  the  Medical  Re- 
search Council  Hammer- 
smith Hospital  showed,  that 
the  agent  was  too  small  to 
contain  the  nucleic  acid  , core 
which  is  an  essential  part  ofa 
“virus”,  as  that  tens  is  com- 
monly understood. 

That  deduction  was  con- 
firmed by  the  - ultra-violet 
Taction  spectrum”,  worked 
out  in.  collaboration  with 
Latarjel  in  Paris. 

Because  the  “central 
dogma”  of  molecular  biology 
might  have  to  be  modified  to 
accommodate  these  findings, 
some  workers  in  the  field  have 
been  unwilling  to  accept- the 
accumulating  evidence  that 
the  scrapie  agent  is  not  a 
“conventional  virus”.  Unfor- 
tunately Haig’s  modesty  and 
self-efiaring  nature  may  have 
contributed  to  the  failure  of 
this  important  observation  to 
produce  a strong  impact 
He  leaves  his  widow,  Patri- 
cia. a son  and  a daughter.

David  Arthur  Haig  was 
bom  in  Johannesburg  on. 
March  20, 1913-After  qualify- 
ing from  the  Onderstepoort 
Veterinary  School  of  the  Uni- 
versity of  Pretoria,  he  spent 
eight  yeans  in  the  Transvaal 
and.  Natal  working  bn  bacteri- 
al diseases  of  poultry  and; 
cattle: 

In  1945  he  joined  the  Virol- 
ogy ' department  at- 
Onderstepoort  There  he  be- 
came expert  in  many  of  the 
which  plague  animate 
in  Africa. 

In  1947  he  made  one  of  his 
most  far-reaching  discoveries. 
At  that  time,  dog  distemper 
vaccine  was  prepared  in  the 
United  States  by  attenuation 
of  a strain  of  the  virus, 
entailing  serial ' passage 
through  ferrets. 

Haig  found  that  an  attenuat- 
ed strain  would  grow  in  fertile 
hens’  eggs,  producing  changes 
in  the  membrane  which  were 
easily  recognizable  by  the 
naked  eye.  This  provided  a - 
method  for  the  cheap  produc- 
tion of  an  unlimited  supply  of 
vaccine,  independent  of  the 
use  of  animals  even  for  tbe 
testing  of  its  potency.

Mr  Michael  Wane,  actor 
and  designer,  who  died  on 
February  13,  aged  64,  was  an 
uncommonly  versatile  *nan  of 
the  theatre,  especially  in  work 
on  the  classics.

Janet  Smith 

Shaw  Theatre  : 

The  programme  book  of  Janet 
Smith  and  Dancers  .yields  the 
unexpected  information  that 
the  company  is  registered  as 
Voices  Dance  Company  Lim- 
ited. Even  if  unused,  the  title 
is  apt  enough. 

For  one  thing,  their  new 
programme  requires  the  danc- 
ers to  raise  their  voices  in  song 
for  the  last  ballet,  and  some  of 
them  tackle  an  instrument 
too.  as  part  of  the  admirable 
policy  of  live  music  that,  with 
two  string  players,  a baritone 
and  versatile  contributions  by 
their  music  director  Nicholas 
K.ok.  provides  a varied  and 
entertaining  accompaniment 
to  the  three  works  bn  show. 

Besides  that.  Smith  and  the 
guest  choreographers  she  in- 
vites — in  this  instance  her 
husband  Robert  North  - al- 
ways seem  concerned  to  say 
something  in  their  dances^ It 
can  be  as  light-hearted  as  Still 
So  H 'ord  From  Anton.  a spoof 
of  soap  operas  as  they  were  in 
the  days  of  steam  radio. 
Equally . it  can  be  as  serious  as 
Out  into  the  Sight,  based  on 
Shostakovich’s  Second  Piano 
Trio  and  full  of  wartime 
images  of  parting,  heroics  and 
mourning.  Norths  jpo/s 
Day.  an  evocation  of  medieval 
carnivals,  brings,  both  ele- 
ments together,  he  plays 
Death  interrupting  the  antics 
of  the  revellers.

The  pensions  indusfry 
is  unhappy.  Despite 
legislation  in  the  past 
12  months  which  will 
I do  more  to  foster  private 
sector  provision  for  retire^ 

I ment  than  anything  govern- 
ments have  done  for  years, 
i fund  managers  and  actuaries 
have  been  writing  to  lhe 
ChanceDor  complaining  about 
the  new  tax  arrangements' 
proposed  for  personal 
pensions. 

Now  there  is  none  so  diffi- 
cult to  satisfy  as  a professional 
lobby  in  possesion  of  a 
valuable  tax  break  But  in  this 
case  the  iadus&y  appears  to 
have  a sound  point  — 'even  ’ 
though  is  may  be  difficult  to 
satisfy.  Essentially,  the  com- 
plaint is  that  the  Government 
is  doing  nothing  to  harmonize 
the  two  quite  different  sets  of 
tax  rules  under  which  pension . 
provision  currently  operates. 

In  his  Budget  a week  on 
Tuesday  the  Chancellor  has  to 
give  some  indication  of  the  tax 
regime  he  proposes  to  apply  to 
the  personal  pensions  pro- 
vided for  in  last  year’s  Social 
Security  Act.  Unless  the  Fi- 
nance Bill  contains  the  nec- 
essary clauses  it  win  be 
impossible  to  introduce  per- 
sonal pensions  by  April  next 
year  as  intended  (let  alone  any 
earlier).  . . 

In  November  the  Inland 
Revenue  issued  a consultative 
document  proposing  the  rules 
under  which  the  new  pension 
arrangements  might  operate  . 
and  inviting  comments  by  the 
end  of  January.,  The  industry 
has  responded  with  less  than 
total  enthusiasm. 

One  thing  everyone  ts 
pleased  about  the  Revenue 
does  hot  propose  to  introduce 
yet  another  tax  regime  specifi- 
cally for  personal  pensions. 
The  proposal  is  to  apply  the 
existing  rules  for  retirement 
annuities.  Personal  jjensions 
will  thus  operate  under  the 
rules  for  “money  purchase” 
schemes  where  the  benefits , 
depend  simply  oh  the  amount 
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of  money  contributed  and  the 
performance  of  the  invest- 
ments in  which  it  is  placed. 

. Under  these  schemes  while 
there  is  no  limit  on  total 
benefits,  tax  relief  is  confined 

tO  annual  premiums  no  higher 

than  171/2  per  cent  of  income, 
or  higher  for  older 
contributors. 

Occupational  schemes,  on 
the;  other  hand,  are  mostly 
“final  salary”  schema  where 
benefits  depend  on  pay  at 
retirement  coupled  with 
length  of  service.  Pensions 
payable  by  occupational 
schemes  are  normally  limited 
to  a maximum  of  two-thirds 
of  final  salary  with  separate 
limits  on  the  amount  which 
-can  be  taken  in  the  form  of  a 
lump  sum  on  retirement 

In  addition  there  are  limits 
on  contributions  paid  by 
employees,  which  cannot  be 
higher  than  15  per  cent  of 
-current  earnings,  while  em- 
ployer and  employee 
contributions  together  may 
not  be  higher  than  necessary 
to  provide  the  promised 
benefits. 

The  whole  thrust  of  the 
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Government’s  policy  on  pen- 
sions is  to  increase  choice  and 
flexibility  in  providing  for 
retirement  An  efficient  labour 
market  is  one  in  which  the 
right  person  can  be  matched 
easily  with  the  right  job  — at  a 
price  reflecting  the  supply  of 
job  applicants  and  the  de- 
mand for  that  type  of  labour. 

Housing  problems  are  one 
obstacle  to  movement;  pen- 
sion rights  can  be  another. 
Most  notoriously  the  rights  to 
a pension  based  on  final  salary 
have  in  the  past  deterred 
executives  in  their  late  fifties 
from  moving  from  one  com- 
pany to  another  where  they 
would  not  have  built  up  rights 
in  the  occupational  scheme. 

And  the  injustice  by 
which  people  mov- 
ing jobs  (ended  to. 
pay  for  the  pensions 
of  those  who  stayed  where 
they  were  has  been  largely 
removed  by  the  requirement 
on  occupational  schemes  to 
allow  members  to  withdraw 
their  pension  rights.

General  Accident 

Whether  it  was  the  excellent 
Rosal  results  or  simply  me 
onset  of  spring. 

General  Accident  had  aimed 
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tbeir  sights  a little  higher  in 
the  last  day  or  two  and- were 
thus  disappointed  with  the 
eventual  pretax  profit  of

But  eyebrows  were 
raised  at  the  unusually 
optimistic  nature,  of  the 
accompanying  statement 
outliningexpectations  for  the 
present  year. 

Clearly  the  motor  account 
was  still  giving  cause  for 
concern  at  the  end  of  the  year. 
General  Accident  insures

FT-SE  index 

It  has  taken  the  FT-SE  100 
share  index  little  more  than 
three  years  to  double  from  its 
opening  level,  fixed  at  1000 
on  January  3 1984.  In  that 
time  the  “Footsie”  as  it  is 
familiariy  known  in  the  City 
has  well  and  truly  supplanted 
the  old  FT  Industrial  Index  of 
30  shares  as  the  key  barom- 
eter of  stock  market  health. 

Yesterday  the  FT-SE 
briefly  pierced  the  2000  bar- 
rier for  the  first  time,  under- 
lining in  a neat  arithmetical 
manner  the  fact  that  the 
London  Stock  Exchange  has 
been  experiencing  one  of  the 
most  remarkable  sustained 
bull  phases  since  the  new 
index  was  created. 

Unlike  the . FT  .30 
index.wtaich  • is  updated 
hourly,  the  FT-SE  is  changed 
minute-by-minute  so  that  it 
can  be  used  as  the  basis  for 
financial  futures  contracts 
based  on  movements  in  the 
levels  of  the  Stock  Exchange. 

The  other  widely  followed 
indices  used  by  professionals 
are  the  FT  Actuaries  series. 
The  best  known  of  these  is  the 
FTA  All-share  index  which 
was  designed  to  give  a orice-a- 
day  reading  of  the  overall 
level  of  the  market  to  be  used 
by  fund  managers  as  a perfor- 
mance benchmark. 

Neither  the  FTA  nor  the 
FT  30  were  suitable  as  a basis 
for  futures  contracts.  The 
prime  requirement  was  that 
any  new  index  should  per- 
form like  a large  institutional 
portfolio  of  stock  if  it  was  to 
be  any  use  as  a hedging 
instrument. 

The  FT  30  is  a geometri- 
cally-based index  arrived  at 
by  taking  the  nth  root  of  the 
aggregate  price  changes  of  a 
portfolio  of  n shares.  For  the 
fond  manager  there  are 
significant  differences  over 
time  in  an  index  calculated  by 
geometric  means  rather  than 
one  which  takes  an 
arithmetic  mean  of  price 
changes. 

The  FT  30  index  has 
another  limitation  in  that  it  is 
calculated  without  reference 
to  lhe  market  capitalization 
of  the  stocks  of  which  it  is 
made  up.  The  FT-SE  is  both 
geometric  and  weighted  by 
capitalization,  it  has  served 
its  purpose  well

“The  present  code,”  com- 
plains the  Institute  and  Fac- 
ulty of  Actuaries  in  a recent 
letter  to  the  Chancellor,  “does 
not  recognize  that  freedom  to 
move  between  occupational 
schemes  and  personal  pen- 
sions. and  to  combine  features 
of  final  salary  and  money 
purchase  benefits,  is  at  lhe 
heart  of  the  new 
arrangements,” 

The  Actuaries  and  the  Na- 
tional Association  of  Pension 
Funds  also  want  people  not 
only  to  be  able  to  switdi  easily 
from  occupational  schemes  to 
personal  pensions  but  to  be 
able  to  belong  to  both  at  the 
same  time. 

• There  are  certainly  attrac- 
tions in  combining  the  best 
features  of  both,  but  to  offer  a 
contracted  out  rebate  both  in 
respect  of  fund  membership 
and  a personal  pension  could 
be  an  substantial  burden  on 
public  expenditure. 

What  will  be  possible  is  for 
small  companies  to  buy  per- 
sonal pensions  for  their 
employees  rather  than  face  the 
expense  of  running  their  own 
fond. 

One  restriction  which  prob- 
ably will  be  removed  is  the 
prohibition  on  membership  of 
more  than  one  personal  pen- 
sion. This  makes  it  impossible 
to  combine  the  stability  oC 
say.  a bank  or  building  society 
(inked  scheme  with  the  better 
performance  of  an  equity 
linked  pension. 

Changesin  the  tax  regime  to 
bring  the  roles  for  final  salary 
and  money  purchase  pro- 
vision closer  together  could 
face  considerable  transitional 
problems.  But  sooner  or  later 
the  challenge  needs  to  be  taken 
up.

Midland  Bank  has  finally  cut  its 
way  out  of  the  undergrowth  and 
is  striving  to  rejoin  its  peers  on 
the  upland  plains.  The  latest  results, 
revealed  yesterday,  are  solid  and  rel- 
atively reassuring:  good  enough  to  give 
hope  to  a market  made  wary  by 
Midland’s  big  Latin  American  exposure 
and  its  evident  need  for  a rights  issue. 

Without  the  millstone  of  Crocker 
National  around  its  neck.  Midland 
looks  much  less  the  odd  man  out  Its  fig- 
ures are  simply  its  own  variations  on 
themes  already  familiar  from  last  week’s 
results  of  other  clearers,  and  they 
confirm  that  despite  ail  black  spots,  the 
British  banking  industry  is  enjoying 
good  times. 

Midland  is  no  different  in  deriving 
the  lion’s  share  of  profits  from  UK 
banking.  It  claims  to  have  hung  on  to 
the  slight  advance  in  market  share 
gained  from  its  early  plunge  into'  free 
banking  in  1985,  and  it  has  doubled  its 
mortgage  portfolio.

tion for  judicial  review. 

However,  for  the  purpose  of 
article  5(4).  the  “lawfulness"  of 
an  “arrest  or  detention"  had  to 
be  determined  in  the  light  not 
only  of  domestic  law  but  also  of 
the  test  of  the  Convention,  the 
general  principles  embodied 
therein  and  the  aim  of  the  article 
5i  I ) restriction. 

The  court  had  already  held  in 
ihe  context  of  article  5t  i #a)  ihai 
the  stated  purpose  of  social 
protection  and  rehabilitation  for 
which  the  indeterminate  sen- 
tence was  passed  on  Mr  Weeks, 
taken  together  with  the  particu- 
lar circumstances  of  the  offence 
for  which  he  was  convicted, 
placed  the  sentence  in  a special 
category:  unlike  the  case  of  a 
person  sentenced  10  life 
imppsonment  bemuse  of  the 
gravity  of  the  offence  commii- 
ted.  the  grounds  relied  on  by  the 
sentencing  judges  for  deciding 
that  the  length  of  the  depriva- 
tion of  Mr  Weeks’  liberty  should 
be  subject  to  the  discretion  of 
the  executive  for  the  rest  of  his 
life  were  by  their  nature  suscep- 
tible of  change  with  the  passage 
of  time. 

It  followed  that,  by  virtue  of 
article  5(4).  Mr  Weeks  was 
entitled  to  apply  to  a “court” 
having  jurisdiction  10  deride 
“speedily"  whether  or  not  his 
deprivation  of  liberty  had  be- 
come “unlawful"  in  this  sense: 
that  entitlement  should  have 
been  exercisable  by  him  at  the 
moment  of  any  return  to  cus- 
tody after  being  at  liberty  and 
also  at  reasonable  intervals  dur- 
ing ihe  course  of  his 
imprisonment. 

The  "courl"  did  not  necessar- 
ily have  to  be  a court  of  law  of 
the  classic  kind  integrated 
within  the  standard  judicial 
machinery  of  the  country. 

The  term  “court’’  served  to 
denote  “bodies  which  exhibit 
not  only  common  fundamental 
features,  of  which  lhe  most 
important  is  independence  of 
the  executive  and  of  the  parties 
to  the  case  ...  but  also  the 
guarantees”  — “appropriate  to 
die  kind  of  deprivation  of 
liberty  in  question"  — “of  [a] 
judicial  procedure",  the  forms 
of  which  might  vary  from  one 
domain  to  another  (see  the 
court's  judgment  in  De  Wilde, 
OiVMJnd  I'crsvp  1971) 

in  addition,  as  the  text  of 
article  5(4)  made  clear,  the  body 
in  .question  should  not  have 
merely  advisory  1 unctions  but 
should  have  the  competence  to 
decide  the  lawfulness  of  the 
detention  and  to  order  release  if 
the  detention  was  unlawful. 

1 Parole  Board 

The  court  saw  no  reason  to 
conclude  that  the  Parole  Board 
and  its  members  were  not 
independent  and  impartial. 

Under  the  Criminal  Justice 
•Act  1967.  the  board’s  functions 
were  without  doubi  purely  ad- 
visory. both  in  law  and  in 
substance,  as  regarded  the  peri- 
odic review  that  it  carried  out  in 
relation  to  the  question  of  the 
possible  release  on  licence  of  a 
detained  person  serving  a sen- 
tence oflife  imprisonment. 

While  procedural  safeguards 
before  the  board  were  not 
negligible,  there  remained  a 
certain  procedural  weakness  in 
the  case  of  a recalled  prisoner. 


Thus,  the  Court  of  Appeal^ 
established  in  R v Secret  my 
State  fir  the  Home  Department,  - 
Ex  pane  (Junnell  {The  Timet" 
November  7.  1984)  that  the- 
duty  on  the  board  to  act  fairly.  ^ 
as  required  under  English  law  by  - 
the  principles  of  natural  justice, 
did  not  email  an  entitlement  io_v 
full  disclosure  of  the  adverse, 
material  which  the  board  had  in  - 
its  possession.  o 

The  procedure  followed  did-« 
not  therefore  allow  proper” 
participation  of  the  individual- 
adversely  affected  by  the  con-; 
tested  decision,  that  being  one  of  ; 
the  principal  guarantees  of  a -a 
judicial  procedure  for  the  pur-’? 
poses  of  the  Convention,  and*, 
could  not  therefore  be  regarded  -; 
as  judicial  in  character.  1 

Consequently,  neither  in  rela- . 
tion  to  consideration  of  Mr  * 
Weeks’  recall  10  prison  in  1977  ~ 
nor  m relation  to  periodic « 
examination  of  his  detention^ 
with  a view  10  release  on  licence,, 
could  the  Parole  Board  be  ^ 
regarded  as  satisfying  the  J 
requirements  of  article  5(4).  - 

2 -1  tut  trial  review  ~ 

An  application  for  judicial 
review  undoubtedly  represented  " 
a useful  supplement  to  the., 
procedure  before  the  Parole* 
Board:  it  enabled  the  individual^ 
concerned  to  obtain  a control  bj  . 
the  ordinary  courts  of  the 
board's  decisions.  Z 

The  grounds  on  which  ju-  -> 
dieial  review  lay,  as  summarised  * 
by  Lord  Diplock  in  Council  ot‘r 
Cnil  Service  Unions  v Minister  • 
for  ihe  Civil  Service  ([1985]  AC T 
374.  4 J0-4I I >.  were  “illegality".- 
“irrationality"  and  “procedural  ^ 
impropriety”.  1 

By-  "illegality"  was  meant  - 
incorrect  application  of  the  law 
governing  the  decision-making 
power  and.  in  particular,  breach  *- 
of  the  relevant  statutory  require-  2 
mems:  “irrationality"  covered  a l 
decision  (hat  was  so  outrageous  ’ 
in  its  defiance  of  logic  or  of  ' 
accepted  moral  standards  that  - 
no  sensible  person  who  had ' 
applied  his  mind  10  the  question  - 
to  be  decided  could  have  arrived  ; 
at  it:  and  "procedural., 
impropriety"  was  a failure  ~ - 
observe  expressly  laid  down  t, 
procedural  rules,  a denial  of 
natural  justice  or  a lack  of-* 
procedural  fairness.  t 

However,  as  the  Commission  .- 
pointed  out  in  izs  report,  the  * 
scope  of  the  control  afforded  " 
was  thus  not  wide  enough  to  ' 
bear  on  the  conditions  essential  ‘ 
for  the  “lawfulness”,  in  the  - 
sense  of  article  5(4).  of  Mr  - 
Weeks'  detention,  that  is  to  say. 
whether  it  was  consistent  with 
and  therefore  justified  by  the  *' 
objectives  of  the  indeterminate 
sentence  imposed  on  him. 

In  the  court’s  view,  having .. 
regard  10  the  nature  of  the 
control  it  allowed,  the  remedy  of  ■ 
judicial  review  could  neither  , 
itself  provide  the  proceedings 
required  by  article  5(4)  nor  serve  . 
to  remedy  the  inadequacy,  for 
ihe  purposes  of  that  provision.  - 
of  the  procedure  before  the 
parole  board. 

In  conclusion,  there  had  been 
a violation  of  article  5(41. 

C Application  of  article  50 

By  way  of  just  satisfaction  .. 
under  article  50.  the  applicant  <■ 
had  claimed  financial  ; 
compensation  for  alleged  prej-  ^ 
udice  suffered  and  also 
reimbursement  of  legal  costs  ■’ 
incurred.

Sir  Iain  Giidewrfi.  in  giving’ 
the  judgment  of  the  Staff  of 
Government  Division  (Crim~;

Fresh  from  those  morale- 
boosting  victories  at  Hereford 
and  Huntingdon,  Clande  Mo- 
net is  my  nap  to  win  the 
Forbra  Gold  Cup  at  Ludlow 
today.

Big-race  nerves  are  nothing  new  to  Guy 
Harwood  but  the  master  trainer  of  Pulborough 
could  be  pardoned  for  feeling  a shade  more 
pensive  rt«»i  usual  at  Newbury  tomorrow.  ...  . 

In  the  parade  ring,  from  where  be  has 
'.despatched  countless  Flat  winners,  Harwood 
will  give  final  instructions  to  his  daughter 
Amanda  and  then  send  her  out  to  ride  the  fam- 
ily horse;  Red  Shah,  in  the  Julians  of  Reading 
Ltd  Hunter  Chase. 

For  I7-year-old  Amanda  it  is  her  first  ride  in 
a hunter  chase.  More  than  that,  however,  it  is 
stage  one  of  an  ambitious  but  carefully-laid 
plan  which,  she  hopes,  will  see  her  tackling  the 
obstacles  of  both  Cheltenham  and  Aintree 
before  the  end  of  the  season. 


Scorning  the  cosseted 
caution  of  fathers 


This,  you  might  think,  has  all  the  makings  of 
a crisis  in  family  harmony.  Not  so.  Mr 
Harwood,  scorning  the  cosseted  caution  of 
many  a father,  has  encouraged  his.  daughter  in 
everyway  as  she  divides  her  attention  between  ’ 
diverse  branches  of  the  equestrian  world  and 
now  that  the  public  spotlight  is  about  to  be 
turned  on  her,  he  intends  to  be  at  her  side. 

The  young  rider  says^He  has  always  been  a 
peat  support  Neither  he  nor  Mum  pushed  me 
into  riding  but  they  didn't  need  to. 

“When  1 was  very  young  they  bought  me  a 
pony,  who  used  to  bomb  off  with  me,  and  they 
took  me  to  various  ppin Mo-points  where  all  I 
wanted  to  do  was  stand  at  the  last  fence  and 
cheer  when  someone  fell  off. 

“I  was  only  10  when  I started  riding  out  for 
Dad  on  a horse  called  Monopoly.  Each  year,  I 
would  ridea  couple  more  but  he  never  put  me 
on  anything  he  didn't  think  I could  handle.  I 
get  annoyed  with  him  now  and  again  because  I ' 
am  strong-willed  but  I only  learn  when  I listen 
to  him.n 

There  are  striking  similarities  between  Guy 
and  Amanda.  They  share  the  lean,  hungry 
Harwood  features.  They  also  share  the  quality 
of  organised  ambition  which  has  led  Amanda 
to  map  out  the  years  ahead  to  the  day  when  she 
will  be  ready  to  take  over  the  training  duties  at 
Coombelands. 


“It  wiD  all  take  time.  I hope  first  to  go  to  the 
United  States  and  Australia  to  work  in  stables 
and  learn  the  business.  When  I come  back  and 
settle  down  I would  like  to  get  a few  years' 
experience  here  with  half  a dozen  horses  and 
then  take  over  the  yard  at  about  30. 

“Il's  important  J establish  the  respect  of  the 
owners  but  it’s  also  important  to  me  that  I 
should  live  my  trfe  fust" 

To  secure  a safety  net  in  case  her  dreams 
should  die,  Miss  Harwood  is  to  start  a college 
course. in-the  autumn,  though  as  yet  she  is  not 
sure  what  her  subject  wdl  be. 

“Cookery  is  a possibility..  At  school,  I once 
took  a cookery  exam  an  hour  before  riding  in  a 
hurdle  race  at  Plumpton." 

Horses  currently  dominate  her  life.  She  has 
' ridden  winners  on  the  Rat  and  in  poim-to- 
points  and  she  still  covets  the  idea  of  eyeming. 
Her  father  has  bought  her  two  eventing  horses 
but  she  admits:  “It  is  time-consuming  and 
expensive  and  this  will  have  to  be  a make-or- 
break  year  for  me. 

■ “If  fm  honest,'  pointing  has  given  me  the 
most  pleasure  up  to  now  because  there  seems 
so  much  more  involvement  The  Flat  is  only 
fun  while  you  are  winning  - there  is  no 
excitement  in  being  out  the  back.” 

Red  Shah  provides  her 
best  and  worst  moments 

Red  Shah,  formerly  trained  in  Ireland  by 
.‘Mouse’  Morris  and  briefly  stabled  with  Josh 
Gifford  at  Flndon  before  being  passed  on  to 
his  neighbour,  has  given  Miss  Harwood  her 
best  ana  worst  moments  so  for. 

. “The  worst  was  when  I was  unseated  by 
him.  If  I eversaw  that  again  oh  tape  I think  I 
would  die.  I shouldn't  Jk  allowed  on  a 
racecourse  riding  like  that." 

The  comical  saf-rccrithwao’on  soon  passes 
and  she  is  back  to  the  future.  If  things  go  well 
tomorrow.  Red  Shah  is  aimed  at  the  four-mile 
National  Hunt  Chase  at  Cheltenham  and  then 
on  to  Liverpool.  “Those  fences  are  very 
tempting.  This  year  the  Foxhunters,  next  year 
the  National.'1  Miss  Harwood,  you  will  gather, 
is  not  short  of  ambition.

THE  REDBRICK 
REVOLUTION 

By  Andrew  Longmore 

Next  season,  for  the 
first  time,  the 
Combined  Univer- 
sities cricket  team 
in  the  Benson  and 
Hedges  Cop  will  be  chosen  not 
just  from  students  at  Oxford 
and  Cambridge,  but  from  aO 
the  British  imimsitM& 

It  is  a change  as  significant 
as  any  in  the  game  in  recent 
years.  The  outer  defences  of 
Oxbridge's  cricketing 
exclusivity  have  been 
breached;  it  sorely  wffl  not  be 
too  long  before  the  castle  of 
first-class  status  is  captured, 
too. 

To  many,  that  will  be  the 
logical  outcome  of  decades  of 
sporting  neglect  at  Oxford  and 
Cambridge.  But  that  is  to  look 
at  only  one  side  of  the  coin. 
Flip  it  over  and  there  is 
another  reason  for  the  shifting 
balance  of  sporting  power  in 
the  university  system:  the 
steady  bat  relentless  progress 
in  the  redbrick  universities. 

“The  strength  of  sport  in  the 
Red  bricks  has  tended  to  be 
seen  in  terms  of  a downward 
movement  in  sport  at  Ox- 
bridge," said  lan  Grant,  sec- 
retary of  the  Universities 
Athletic  Union  (UAUX  which 
represents  43  universities  and 
university  colleges  in  England 
and  Wales.  “But  there  has 
also  been  a corresponding 
increase  in  the  standard  of 
UAU  sport." 

Grant  is  eager  to  play  down 
the  rivalry  between  the  UAU 
and  Oxbridge,  although  be  is 
critical  of  the  increasing  over- 
seas postgraduate  influence  on 
Oxbridge  sports  such  as  rugby 
and  rowing. 

And  there  wOl  be  few  tears 
shed  in  the  redbricks  — on  the 
cricket  fields,  at  least  — that 
the  end  of  a sporting  tradition 
is  in  sight.  “The  widening  of 
selection  to  ail  universities  will 
make  the  Combined  Univer- 
sities a stronger  side  and  that, 
perhaps  is  the  most  important 
thing,"  said  Grenville  Hol- 
land, a tutor  at  Durham 
University  and  a member  of 
the  committee  set  , op  by  the 
Test  and  County  Cricket 
Board  to  select  the  Combined 
Universities  side.  • 

Not  many  years  ago, 
a statement  like 
his  would  have 
been  derided  in- 
side the-  bound- 
aries of  Oxford  and  Cam- 
bridge, but  not  now.  A look  at 
the  pedigree  of  recent  county 
players  shows  that  though 
there  is  a steady  flow  of  talent 
from  Oxbridge  into  county 
cricket,  the  former  trickle  of 
UAU  players  has.  become  a 
flood.  Last  season,  Durham 
alone  could  have  fielded  a 
complete  team  of  current  first- 
class  cricketers.  The  trend  has 
been  reflected,  too,  in  the 
composition  of  the  Test  team. 

Graeme  Fowler  and  Paul 
Allott  (both  Durham),  Richard 
Ellison  (Exeter).  Paul  Down- 
ton  (Exeter)  and  Tim  Robin- 
son (Sheffield),  for  example.

Bat  H is  not  just  on  the 
cricket  field  that  the  UAU 
have  built  a fearsome  reput- 
ation for  sporting  excellence. 
In  tibe  last  15  years,  12  inter- 
national rugby  players  have 
emerged  from  Durham,  and 
the  chances  are  that  Will 
Carting  wfil  become  the  thir- 
teenth. 

It  is  one  of  the  ironies  of  the 
current  tread  that  Several  of 
those  players,  induding  Mar- 
cus Rose  and  Fran  Clough, 
have  then  moved  on  to  Cam- 
bridge to  complete  their  aca- 
demic and  rugby  educations; 
ironic  because  the  increasing 
academic  competition  stops 

many  good  sportsmen  going  to 

Oxbridge  in  the  first  place.'  - 

Martin ; Speight,  who 're- 
cently-retained  from  Young 
England's  cricket  tour  of  Sri 
Lanka,  is  one  examples  He 
narrowly  feOed  to  gain  a place 
at  Kebie  College.  Oxford,  a 
college  noted  for  ’ a sporting 
tradition.  A few  years  ago, 
before  tiie  drop  in  places  for 
mdfe  undergraduates,  Speight 
would  have  gone  to  Oxford. 
Now  he  is  at  Durham. 

Apathy  towards  sport  may 
beapparent  in  the  ivory  towers 
but  it  is  -not  an  attitude 
prevalent  on  most  UAU  cam- 
puses — nor,  more  im-? 
portantly,  m the  boardrooms 
of  many  major  companies. 

‘'Lots  of  our  universities  see 
sporting  excellence  as  a way  of 

justifying  themselves  in  terms 
of  publicity  and  employment," 
added  Grant.  UH  yon  take  two 
graduates*  one  with  a first- 
class  honours  degree  and  the 
other  with  a.

Jonathan  Canning  was  not 
first  choice  as  Durham 
University's  stand-off  half  at  the 
beginning  of  this  season  but 
yesterday  he  enhanced  the 
efforts  ofhis  forwards  by  kicking 
ibe  five  penalty  goals  which  won 
the  Universities  Athletic  Union 
final  (their  first  title  since  1983 
and  their  eighth  in  all),  against 
Bristol  University  at 
Twickenham. 

It  was  a far  from  romantic 
scoreline,  five  penalties,  to  two, 
and  it  was  a far  from  romantic 
match  save  for  the  Durham 
pack,  who  dominated 
proceedings.They  not  onfy  took 
advantage  at  the  set-pieces,  they 
prevented  Bristol  winning  the 
loose  ball  with  which  they  must 
have  hoped  to  launch  Weob  and 
Perkins. 

Turtey.  in  particular,  caught 
the  eye.  Like  Canning,  he  has  a 
Surrey  background  and  if.  his 
programmed  interest  — sitting 
exams  — is  as  acute  as  his  eye 
for  a loose  ball  he  should  have 
little  difficulty  when  he  comes  to 
take  his  geography  finals  It 
must  have  broken  Bristol  hearts 
the  number  of  times  their 
players  went  into  the  tackle  with 
the  ball,  only  for  it  to  emerge  on 
the  other  tide. 

Bristol  had  the  encourage- 
ment of  early  points  in  their  bid 
to  win  their  first  UAU  title  since 
1972.  Webb  kicked  two  careful 
penalties  —.the  first  a long  effort 
from  42  metres -but  already 
the  Bristol  pack  was  giving 
ground  and  Durham's  hneout 
was  beginning  to  function  well, 
Christian  in  the  middle  making 
some  handsome  catches.  . 

Canning  had  taken  a ranging 
shot  with  a dropped-goal  at- 
tempt and  when  his  forwards 
forced  an  offside  at  a set  scrum 
he  kicked  the  goal.  Durham 
mauled  their  way  back  to  the 
Bristol  line  and,  at  a five-metre 
scrum,  forced  the  collapse  from 
which  Canning  kicked  his 
’second. 


It  was  Turley  who,  wrenching 
himself  away  from  a lineouL 
began  the  move  which  forced 
Pedfow  into  a try-saving  tackle 
on  the  elusive  little  Harris,  who 
slipped  through  Webb's  initial 
effort.  Nevertheless,  from  that 
position  Webb  tried  to  ran  the 
ball  out.  was  caught  and  Bristol 
were  penalized  — harshly.  I 
thought  — for  Canning  to  give 
bis  side  the  lead. 

His  fourth  penalty  gave  Dur- 
ham a 1 2-6  half-time  advantage. 
Neither  back  division  was  able 
to  escape  a tight  midfield  em- 
brace. though  Carling's  ability  to 
stand  up  in  the  tackle  remained 
obvious;  equally,  Bristol,  when 
they  had  reasonable  tell  to  play 
with,  took  the  pace  off  their  own 
movements  by  delayed  transfer- 
ence from  stand-off.  By  the  time 
their  forwards  had  found  then- 
way  into  the  game,  however, 
they  were  1 5-6  down.  Canning’s 
final  penalty  coming  from  a 
midfield  ruck. 

O’Shea  did  his  considerable 
best  to  reverse  the  lineoul  count 
against  Bristol  and  a couple  of 
midfield  moves  which  brought 
Perkins  off  his  wing  bore  prom- 
ise but  came  too  far  from  the 
Durham  line  to  be  effective. 
Perkins  had  Bristol's  best  try- 
scoring  opportunity  when  he 
intercepted  on  his  own  10-metre 
line  but,  unlike  Philipe  Sella,  of 
France,  on  the  same  ground  last 
month,  he  could  not  escape  the 
cover  of  Carling,  whose  ankle 
tap  threw  him  off  balance  and 
the  chance  was  gone.

TCCB  cover-up  could 
be  exposed  this  year

The  loud  and  impassioned 
pleas  of  cricket  folk  for  the 
return  of  uncovered  pitches  are 
likely  to  be  answered  at  today’s 
spring  meeting  of  the  Test  and 
County  Cricket  Board. 

Since  1981,  when  the  change 
was  made  to  fully  covered 
pitches,  there  has  been  an 
increasingly  widespread  view 
that  specialist  bowling  skills, 
especially  those  of  the  slow 
bowler,  have  been  retarded. 

Todayat  Lord's,  however,  the 
Board's  cricket  committee  will 
present  a recommendation  for  a 
return  to  uncovered  pitches  in 
Britannic  Assurance  champion- 
ship games,  though  only  during 
the  hours  of  play. 

Alan  Smith,  the  Board's  chief 
executive,  explained  last  night: 
“The  proposal  is  relevant  to  the 
1987  season  only.  As  from  next 


year,  the  structure  of  the 
championship  will  alter  to 
accommodate  some  four-day 
cricket  and  playing  conditions 
for  that  will  not  be  discussed 
until  the  autumn.” 

Other  recommendations 
likely  to  win  applause  include 
awarding  championship  bonus 
points  only  for  bowling  this 
vear.  and  the  appointment  of 
Mickey  Stewart,  who  has  been 
widely  acclaimed  for  his  back- 
ground part  in  the  retention  of 
(he  Ashes,  as  England's  cricket 
manager  for  the  next  three  years. 

One  item  which  is  not  on  the 
meeting's  agenda,  but  may  very 
well  be  debated,  is  the  attitude 
of  other  Test-playing  countries 
to  the  annual  winter  exodus  to 
South  Africa  by  upwards  of  50 
English  county  players.

Ken  Bates,  the  Chelsea 
chairman,  unveiled  plans  yes- 
terday to  beat  the  property 
developers  at  their  own  game.

Club  loses 
record 
£208,350

Huddersfield  Town,  wbo  are 
struggling  for  survival  in  the 
second  division,  made  a record 
loss  of  £208350  in  the  finan- 
cial year  which  ended  last 
July. 

The  club's  overdraft  dou- 
bled from  £157,000  and  the

The  accounts  reveal  that 
Terry  Curran,  who  joined  on  a 
free  transfer  from  Everton, 
was  paid  £30.000  during  his 
12 -mo nth  stay  when  he  scored 
seven  goals  in  34  games. 

Curran,  bow  with  Sunder- 
land, his  tenth  dub  in  a 13- 
year  career,  could  do  little  to 
help  his  troubled  team  at  Hull 
on  Tuesday  night  and  the 
midfielder  was  substituted  as 
the  home  side  eased  their  own 
problems  with  a 1-0  win  which 
gave  Brian  Horton,  the  man- 
ager, cause  for  optimism. 

“There's  no  way  we  can  go 
down,”  he  said.  “We're  not  a 
relegation  team  and  with  eight 
of  the  last  14  games  at  home  1 
am  pretty  confident”

and  also  the  way  the  customers 
look  at  their  suppliers. 

Some  tremendously  valuable 
material  has  appeared.  Some  large 
British  electronics  and  engineering 
groups  have  little  or  no  marketing 
resources  at  all.  If  you  ask  for 
information  about  markets  or 
what  the  Americans  call  market- 


ing information  systems,  little  is 
available.  1 must  say,  having  been 
on  the  receiving  end  of  a.  number 
of  presentations  by  electronics  and 
computer  hardware  and  software 
groups  wishing  to  sell  their  prod- 
ucts, the  quality  of  sales  presenta- 
tion has  varied  enormously  from 
company  to  company. 

Marketing  people  can 
on  occasion  suc- 
cumb to  the  attrac- 
tions of  their  own 
methodology  rather 
than  the  dynamics  of  the  market- 
place! What  is  needed  in  today's 
competitive  world  are  men  and 
women  who  have  an  understand- 
ing of  the  market-place  in  which 
they  operate;  who  are  statistically 
driven  in  their  management  think- 
ing; and  who  have  an  understand- 
ing of  financial  business  per- 
formance. Essentially,  the  re- 
quirement is  to  integrate  flair, 
imagination  and  pragmatic  re- 
sponse with  the  more  professional 
standards  of  management 
behaviour. 

When  marketing  people  talk  to 
their  chairman  and  chief  executive 
about  the  potential  bug  ness 
development  opportunities  for 
their  companies,  they  must  con-

In  a second  article  in  our  series  on  working  with  animals, 
Sally  Watts  discusses  openings  for  teachers 


Alter  19  years  leaching  in  a 
primary  school,  Frances  Rog- 
ers now  works  for  the  London 
Zoo's  education  programme, 
helping  to  teach  visiting 
undergraduates  and  parties  of  school 
children.  The  programme  is  ran  by  an 
education  officer  and  four  assistant 
officers,  of  whom  Frances  is  one. 
Another  works  at  Whipsnade  Zoo. 

Most  have  graduated  in  zoology  or 
biology  and  all  are  good  at  teaching,  so 
they  can  provide  the  best  possible 
lectures,  guided  tours  and  other  activ- 
ities. Frances  began  with  a year's 
secondment  to  the  zoo.  but  two  years 
after  she  returned  to  school  the  zoo 
decided  to  have  a primary  teacher  on  the 
staff,  and  she  was  appointed. 

Her  work  is  mainly  with  the  four  to  1 1 
year-olds.  On  the  day  we  talked  she  had 
dealt  with  a small  home  tuition  group 
followed  by  a party  of  1 5-year-olds,  and 
enjoys  being  able  to  cater  for  children  of 
all  ages  and  needs. 

“I, was  very  happy  teaching,  but  there 
were  a lot  more  administrative 
responsibilities",  says  Frances,  who  was 
a deputy  head,  and  acting  head  for  a year. 
'‘Now  1 work  with  the  whole  primary 
range.  I see  the  animals  every  day  and 
conservation  projects  are  going  on  — 
there's  always  a lot  happening," 

The  education  staff,  backed  by  three 
untrained  young  assistants  who  are 
gening  the  feel  of  zoo  life,  run  the 
volunteer  schemes,  prepare  Zoo  News 
contributions,  geared  to  Young  Friends 
of  the  Zoo,  give  talks  at  the  teacher 
centre  and  answer  telephone  inquiries 
from  the  public 

Frances  also  trains  leaching  auxil- 
iaries, and  prepares  lectures  and  work 
sheets. 

Pay  is  at  Burnham  Scale  U,  plus 
London  weighting  Most  zoos  employ  an 
education  staff,  but  unfortunately  va- 
cancies are  rare. 

Another  example  is  provided  by 
David  Cavill,  also  a former  teacher. 
While  he  was  finance  and  personnel 
director  of  a large  kennels,  he  realized  the 
need  for  teaching  and  training  show 
judges.  In  1980  he  set  up  the  Canine 
Studies  Institute  at  Bracknell,  and  three 
years  later  it  was  accredited  as  a 
correspondence  college. 

David  Cavill  has  introduced  a number 
of  courses,  of  which  some  are  particu- 
larly suited  to  older  people  wishing  to 
specialize.  One  is  the  Diploma  of  Kennel 
Management  for  those  who  decide  to 
own  their  own  kennels. 

Another  is  the  Judging  Diploma  and 
for  this  students  should  have  owned  and 
exhibited  show  dogs  for  at  least  five  years 
and  have  some  experience  of  breeding 
while  the  Dog  Breeding  Certificate  is 
useful  for  people  hoping  to  specialize  in 
breeding  and  exhibiting 
Similarly,  men  and  women  who  have 
worked  with  horses  may  decide  to  use 
their  experience  by  establishing  their 
own  business,  such  as  a riding  school. 
Business  and  management  skins  are  as 
important  as  equine  qualifications,  and

it  is  helpful  if  two  people,  each  proficient 
in  one  or  the  other  area,  join  forces. 

The  British  Horse  Society's  booklet, 
Working  With  Horses,  lists  studies  at 
county  colleges  of  agriculture:  for  in- 
stance. the  Advanced  National  Certifi- 
cate in  Equine  Business  Management,  a 
one-year  course  for  those  with  work 
experience,  or  - for  senior  staff  in  eluding 
managers  and  proprietors  — the  Racing 
Industry  Equine  Husbandry  course,  a 
two-week  block. 

Saddlery  is  useful,  interesting  work  for 
people  with  craft  skill,  manual  dexterity, 
and  a “horsey”  background.  Cord- 
wainers  College,  in  Hackney,  London, 
runs  a three-year  City  and  Guilds 
Diploma. 

Although  18  is  the  minimum,  you  can 
apply  at  any  age.  Most  students  hope  to 
own  their  own  saddlery,  and  business 
and  management  are  part  of  the  course 
contents.  An  alternative  way  to  train  is 
by  being  apprenticed  to  a Master 
Saddler.  (The  Society  of  Master  Saddlers 
is  at  Easdon,  Lower  Icknield  Way, 
Chinnor,  Oxon  0X9  4DZ.) 

One  of  the  most-  sought  areas,  and  one 
of  the  hardest  to  enter,  is  conservation. 
Professional  vacancies  are  relatively  rare

and  competition  is  fierce.  The  Royal 
Society  for  the  Protection  of  Birds,  for 
example,  likes  applicants  to  possess  a 
first  degree  in  natural  sciences,  a 
qualification  in  statistics  computing,  and 
to  bold  or  be  preparing  for  a PhD. 

But  a few  do  find  professional  jobs 
later.  One  is  David  Elcome,  who  was  a 
36-year-old  lecturer  at  a teacher  training 
college  when  he  was  appointed  head  of 
RSPB's  education  department.  A job 
advertisement  enabled  him  to  combine 
his  hobby  of  bird  watching  with  his 
teaching  skills  and  interest  in 
conservation. 

One  advantage  was  that,  having  taught 
geography  in  a secondary  school  he 
understood  the  schools  exam  system  - 
and  the  RSPB  was  concerned  that  there 
was  little  in  the  syllabus  and  exams  on 
birds  and  conservation.  So  his  depart- 
ment is  producing  material  geared  to  the 
new  General  Certificate  of  Secondary 
Education.  It  also  runs  the  Young 
Ornithologists'  Club  and  arranges 
children's  activities. 

Since  his  appointment  David  Elcome 
has  built  up  his  professional  staff  to  18. 
Some  are  in  regional  offices,  some  are 
teacher-wardens  at  nature  centres,  others 
work  at  education  centres  visited  by 
schools  and  students. 

The  Fanning  and  Wildlife  Trust  at 
Lincoln,  advises  farmers  on  conserva- 
tion and  there  is  an  increasing  dwnaiwi 
for  their  expertise.  So  staff  need  a 
farming  background  and  a good  ecology 
qualification  — and  every  vacancy  is 
considerably  over-subscribed. 

But  older  applicants  have  a fair 
chance:  the  minimum  age  is  25,  most  are 
appointed  in  the  late  20s  or  eaxty  30s  and 
there  is  no  upper  age  limit  though  they 
must  be  adaptable,  with  proven  practical 
experience. 

People  with  good  scientific  back- 
grounds find  research  opportunities  for 
organizations,  ranging  from  the  Nature 
Conservancy  Council  to  the  London 
Zoo,  which  is  a learned  society.  Here 
some  80  men  and  women  — junior 
technicians  through  to  top  scientists  — 
are  engaged  in  important  work  directed 
towards  health,  in  areas  such  as  diet  and 
fertility. 

Most -are  on  short-term  grants  from 
bodies  like  the  World  Health  Organiza- 
tion, Medical  Research  Council  or 
British  Heart  Foundation. 

For  people  who  choose  a career  in 
veterinary  medicine  later  than  most, 
there  are  a few  university  places  for 
mature  students.  They  still  need  the  right 
A levels,  and  some  have  a related  degree. 
Among  numerous  opportunities  for  vets 
in  research  and  medicine,  there  is  an 
increasing  amount  of  preventive  work, 
like  teaching  livestock  skills  to  farmers, 
and  advising  on  herd  health. 

Late  starters  interested  in  training  to 
be  RSPCA  inspectors  should  remember 
that  candidates  are  considered  up  to  35, 
and  beyond  in  special  cases.  Other 
welfare  bodies  include  the  Feline  Ad- 
visory Bureau,  the  Blue  Cross,  and  the 
National  Canine  Defence  League.
